—power that is militant in its knowledge that it is in the right. 

The producars have brought that situation upon themselves. They have refused 
to listen, to heed or to discuss. They have steadfastly seen only their own side of 
Now their eyes may forcibly be opened in spite of themselves. With 
the power of the AFL behind it, the Screen Actors’ Guild can demand, instead of 
merely requesting, honest attention for its grievances and a fair decision upon them.

NEW YORK, Oct. 27—The fight be- 
tween motion picture operators’ union, 
Local 306, and Allied shifted to the 
courts this week. At a hearing Tuesday 
in Allied’s suit to restrain 306 operators 
from getting jobs where it (Allied) has 
a contract, it was admitted by Harry 
Brandt, head of the Independent The- 
ater Owners’ Association, that the 
ITOA’s attorney was also the counsel 
who helped organize the Allied union. 
This is important, as Local 306 has been 
trying to establish in courts that the 
ITOA formed Allied as a company union.

Films, Radio Rank High in 
Survey of Leisure Activity 


NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—Listening to 
the radio and attending motion pictures 
rank high among leisure-time activities 
in a survey recently completed by the 
National Recreation Association. Radio 
ranks immediately under the reading of 
newspapers and magazines as the most 
frequently indulged off-time activity. 

Study was undertaken to determine 
what people were doing with their free 
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time and covered 5,002 individuals. It 
was divided into two sections: Activities 
indulged in in any way and at any time, 
and activities indulged in often. In 
both of these categories radio placed 
second, getting 3,955 votes in the first 
classification, while 2,842 people said 
that they listened in often. 

In the survey of total activities, at- 
tending film theaters placed third, com- 
ing immediately after radio with a vote 
of 3,670. It dropped badly, however. in 
the list of pastimes that were used 
frequently. There it fell to eighth place, 
with a total of 1,642, coming after the 
reading of newspapers and magazines, 
listening to the radio, reading fiction, 
conversation, reading nonficticn, auto 
riding and visiting or entertaining 

No cther amusement category figured 
prominently in the survey. 

The study was made in 29 cities of 
different types and sizes, and listed 94 
free-time activities. More than 80 per 
cent of the replies were from persons 
over-21, of whom 43 per cent were em- 
ployed full time, 28 per cent part time 
and the rest occasionally or not at all. 

Radio listening-in showed a tidy in- 
crease over the previdus year, 1.150 
persons reporting that they listencd in 
more in 1933 than in 1932. In this cate- 
gory again radio rated second to the 
reading of newspapers and magazines. 
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MPPA Willing To Change Its 
Setup But Wants Code First 


Will reorganize certain features as requested by Brown

NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—The Music Publishers’ Protective Association may reor- 
ganize its setup to some extent or modify its by-laws to meet with the demands of 
Travis Brown, of the NRA legal department, but not before the combined music 
publishing industry code has been signed by President Roosevelt. Brown queried 
John G. Paine, chairman of the board of the MPPA, thru P. A. Murkland, deputy 


administrator, who wanted to know more 
before putting his approval on the code. 
to go ahead with the code despite the 
squawk of the standard publishers anent 
the hardship of the 35-hour week. Paine 
informed Murkland that the MPPA was a 
voluntary organization adhering to a 
certain code of ethics of its own and the 
MPPA was not desirous of controlling 
the code’s administration nor even cared 
whether an MPPA member was on the 
Code Authority that may be selected. 
What he wanted mostly was that all in 
the industry be on the same ethical level 
of the MPPA members. 


On the question of music arrangers 
being included in the code, Paine strongly 
insisted they be made to abide by the 
code because the arranger in the average 
sense of the word was not necessarily in 
need of a code, but that the so-called 
arrangers who in reality might be song 
sharks were desirous of getting far away 
from any code whatsoever. For this rea- 
son Paine has asked Murkland to keep 
the “arrangers” under control. 


In the opinion of Brown, the MPPA 
should make its membership terms six 
months instead of on an annual basis 
and its annual dues should be reduced. 
Paine could not see either of these argu- 
ments much less other angles which he 
took up with Murkland. It is Paine’s 
stand that the MPPA membership is 
willing to abide by the music publishers’ 
code and substitute its code of ethics 
for that of the NRA pact, but not before 
the NRA actually signs, seals and de- 
livers the pact. 


In other words, he is willing te give 
change for a $5 bill, but he wants to 
make sure he is getting the bill. In fact, 
he warits it first. 


Equity’s Pasadena Rule 


PASADENA, Calif., Oct. 27—At a 
meeting held in Hollywood this week 
Frank Gillmore, president of Equity, 
ruled that actor members of Equity 
are forbidden to appear at the local 
Pasadena Community Playhouse unless 
paid the wage scale specified by the 
NRA code. 

Ruling is a heavy slap at the Play- 
house, which has been drawing on 
Hollywood heavily for names for its 
productions, which are presented on a 
non-profit policy. Hence film stars 
donate their services for experience and 
practice it gives them appearing before 
an audience. 

All little theaters will fall under the 
new ruling, too, for Gillmore instructed 
Charles Miller, Western Equity repre- 
sentative, to make a full report to him 
of theaters under suspicion of commer- 
cialism. 


Detroit Stagehand Back 

DETROIT, Oct. 27.—At the suggestion 
of Deputy Administrator Farnsworth 
the Eastown Theater has taken back the 
stegehand who was discharged several 
weeks ago, pending ultimate decision in 
the complaint of Local 38, IATSE, 
against the theater. Hearing was held 
at Washington last week and decision 
has been reserved. 

According to John Doyle, business 
agent of Local 38, the settlement has 
been entirely peaceful and has only the 
effect of making effective the original 
decision of the board that a theater 
cannot discharge a man employed when 
the code went into effect until final 
disposition of the cass.

NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—Altho they are 
beset with aggravating difficulties and 
hampered by inadequate stages, actors 
and crews with the CWA shows are get- 
ting a lot of laughs. Audiences, con- 
taining children ang adults who had 
never seen a stage show before, are so 
responsive that they almost ruin the 
show. Actors relate incidents in which 
the hero of the play inquires, “Where’s 
Mary?” and the kids yell back, “She 
just went out!’ And cases where the 
hero is searching for the priceless letter 
and the kids are yelling instructions, 
“It’s in the drawer!” 


As guns are not allowed for fear of 
accidents, glass pistols are used. When 
the kids see them they scream, “Look 
at the gun! It’s a fake!” And, of 
course, they hiss the villain and cau- 
tion the hero and even urge the hero 
and heroine to kiss and make up. In 
any event the audiences keep the CWA 
directors busy running about trying to 
quiet them. 

And then there’s the portable theater 
in the outdoors. When the wind blows 
the stagehands have to hold up each 
piece of scenery. And when it rains they 
have to pack up quickly before every- 
body is drenched. Often they have to 
compete with the noise of near-by ship 
sirens, overhead elevated trains, passing 
traffic and what not. 

The cold weather has forced the

portables to fold for the winter, the last 
of the five trucks closing Saturday. The 
actors were complaining. The cast of 
Brother Mose, for example, has to dress 
lightly, as the locale of the piay is Tex- 
as. On cold nights last week the actors 
almost froze. 


Even when playing indoors the incon- 
veniences are numerous. There are 
usually no dressing rooms, the stages 
are small, and the audiences far too 
enthusiastic. But the actors, musicians, 
stagehands and directors all love it. 
They feel they are reaching audiences 
the commercial theaters would have 
never reached. 


From July 5, when it started, the 
“portable” project presented 270 free 
performances of 13 bills before audi- 
ences estimated at 1,537,000. In addi- 
tion there were amateur performances 
in the afternoons totaling 45, and there 
were 73 pageants.

WNYC To Continue 


As a Noncommercial 


NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—Municipal 
Station WNYC will continue along the 
same non-commercial lines as in the 
past, according to Mayor LaGuardia, 
who recently asked a committee of ex- 
perts to submit to him a report regard- 
ing the outlet’s possibilities. The com- 
mittee consisted of R. C. Patterson Jr. 
and M. H. Aylesworth, of NBC: William 
S. Paley, of CBS, and Alfred J. McCosker, 
of WOR. 


Their report was to the effect that 
either WNYC should be madc into a 
first-class station and put itself on a 
paying basis by going out after com- 
mercial accounts or continue with its 
same obsolete equipment the best way 
it can. 

In order to make a first-class station 
out of WNYC an outlay of $230,000 
would be necessary for new studios and 
personnel plus sustaining program facili- 
ties. Also about $45,000 would be 
needed for new equipment. This money 
would be needed if the station were to 
place itself on a competing basis with 
other local or network outlets. Since 
the station operates only during daylight 
hours, possibility of commercials is les- 
sened accordingly, and Mayor La- 
Guardia said there was no money for 
Station WNYC right now.

Foreign Musicians To Enter U. S. 


Only Under Rigid “Ability” Test 


NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—Strict enforce- 
ment of the ruling barring foreign 
musicians from the United States unless 

of “distinguished merit and 
ability” was indicated in Washington 
Saturday in an crder issued by Daniel 
W. MacCormack, commissioner of immi- 
gration and naturalization. Rigid tests 
of “ability” claims were indicated, and 
it was said that in general artists en- 
geged for radio, clubs, films, vaude, fairs 
and kindred entertainment would not 
be regarded as possessing “superior 
talent.” The test of the order, in part, 
follows: 

“The determination of what is to be 
considered ‘distinguished merit and 
ability’ in respect to an individual, or 
‘distinguished merit’ in respect to an 
organization, shall depend upon proof 
of an established reputation of dis- 
tinguished merit and ability in the field 
of music concerned, as by reference to 
past contractual engagements of the in- 
dividual or organization, general reputa- 
tion and criticism by recognized musical 
critics, comments of the press and ref- 
erence to tours of an extensive character. 

“A conductor is to be considered an 

tal musician if he conducts 


performances which require as his prin- 
cipal activity conducting or leading a 
band or orchestra or other instrumental 
musical organization. 


“As to organizations, the definition 
‘distinguished merit’ is applicable to 
bands, symphonic, chamber. concert or 
= instrumental musical organiza- 

ons. 


“If proposed engagements in the 
United States appear to differ substan- 


‘tially in character from those ordinarily 


fulfilled abroad by the individual or 
erganization, such facts would suggest 
special inquiry as‘ to whether the en- 
gagements in the United States are 
actually of a character requiring supe- 
rior talent. 


“It is held that engagements such as 
for the performance of instrumental 
ruusic in radid broadcasting or in con- 
nection with cabarets, roof gardens, mo- 
tion picture houses or productions, 
vaudeville perfopmances, conventions, 
dances, fairs or in hotel or theater or- 
chestras shall ordinarily not be con- 
sidered within the meaning of the act 
as ‘engagements of a character requiring 
superior talent.’”

tact ; the Isle of Lost Hope for the 
many who have not been able to 
interest entrepreneurs of other 
fields in their talents. Devitalized 
by pin-headed circuit executives; 
stench-bombed by _ performers 
lacking imagination ; beleaguered 
by competition from younger, 
heavily financed fields, vaudeville 
lingers on. 


A shadow of its former self; a 
travesty of what it used to be 
when Percy Williams, B. F. Keith, 
Martin Beck and Marcus Loew 
held sway, vaudeville clings to life 
—gasping asthmatically, chatter- 
ing to black, eerie caverns that 
were once theaters about its past 
glories. 

+ - * 


Thus is the state of vaudeville today. 
In an era when stars are made overnight 
before ever facing an audience. When 
& songplugger is as rare an animal as a 
three-legged elephant. When songs are 
written for that cold, impersonal master 
they call mechanical rights. When legit 
is no longer the high and mighty ’mongst 
the amusement branches. When talent 
is as cheap as a politician’s indorsement. 
When the box-office pipe line runs direct 
to the projection booth, carefully avoid- 
ing backstage—and when RKO has be- 
come a cubby-hole in a public utilities 
combine, and when the biggies of vaude- 
ville’s yesterdays with more than a thou- 
sand simoleons socked away in the bank 
refer to themselves as former vaudeville 
showmen. 


A sad story, indeed. But one that had 
to be written sooner or later; if only to 
record for history the fact that vaude- 
ville has sunken so low—and to prophesy 
with a conviction, entirely bereft of emo- 
tion and bias, that vaudeville will rise 
again. With a new suit of clothes, a 
jaunty step, a sparkling eye and a new 
lease on life. 


When the human urge for mass cama- 
raderie, to which vaudeville caters far 
better than any other form of amuse- 
ment, is again sensed by men of vision, 
young men of a new generation, vaude- 
ville will start in all over again to fill the 
hearts of the American public with ad- 
miration for personalities of enduring 
fame and with the kind of laughter that 
can only be produced by an entertain- 
ment form that reaches right out to its 
audiences, grasps them to its breast and 
says without the coldness born of dignity 
and without the faise-front pageantry of 
Hollywood: “Let’s all have a good time.” 


* * * 


While the amusement world waits (not 
with gréat impatience. we regret to state) 
for vaudeville to return to its place in 
the parade, what are those to do who are 
essential vaudeville material but have 
talents and nascent possibilities that 
might be put to good use in more pro- 
gressive fields? There is but one answer 
to that. It hurts one who has for years 
considered vaudeville as his favorite 
workshop and playground to give it, but 
even the life of a commentator has its 
obligations. This time the obligation of 
one who has accepted as part of his code 
the dictum, “the greatest good for the 
greatest mumber.” The answer lies in 
representation by men whose vision is 
not impaired or shortened by constant 
browsing over that little black book. 


The day of the usefulness of an agent 
who concentrated exclusively on vaude- 
ville is going. It will soon be gone—and 
it will return only when vaudeville again 


becomes a self-sufficient entity in the 
amusement field. As to when this will 
be it is impossible to predict, but it will 
not come soon enough to warrant am- 
bitious artists holding on to barnacles in 
the form of has-beens whose parasitic 
activity impedes progress; often diverts 
the course straightway into disaster. 


Artists who do not kid themselves, who 
know darn well that vaudeville is the 
north, south, west and east of their pos- 
sibilities, are neither better nor worse off 
being handled by an agent whose con- 
tacts are confined to vaudeville booking 
offices exclusively. But the artist who 
knows and is convinced by the sober 
judgment of others that his voice can 
boost him to the dizzy heights in films 
and radio; the dancer who sees in most 
stage branches an opportunity for more 
profitable exploitation of his pedalistic 
talents; the comedian who can make 
millions laugh as well as a few hundred 
in a jerkwater vaudefilmer, and the freak 
entertainer or novelty actor who can 
somehow fit himself into the channel 
that leads to fame and fortune in other 
fields—these are destroying their careers 
by clinging to a coterie of agents whose 
chief concern is paying next month’s rent 
and successfully stalling off the steno 
clamoring for her wages. 


The artist of promise in today’s wear- 
ing, tearing chase for fame and dough 
cannot succeed unless he is handled by a 
man who knows all fields, works for the 
long pull, has contacts in most fields and, 
above all, possesses the business acumen 
and faith in his client that makes him 
turn down a $500 offer today because next 
month or next year, or even two years 
from now, that turndown will mean any- 
where from one thousand to several 
thousands of dollars a week for his client. 
And a generous slice for Mr. Manager. 


* * * 


It is virtually impossible to con- 
duct in the mercantile field a small store 
or business today. Despite the praise- 
worthy efforts of the NRA to protect and 
encourage the small business man, the 
fact stares us in the face that money can 
be made legitimately only by spending 
money, and plenty of it. This applies as 
well to vaudeville agenting or exclusive 
management. The poor, harassed agent 
to whom radio stations and advertising 
agencies are merely names, to whom film 
companies represent greedy giants that 
rip vaudeville policies and budgets up the 
back—this type of gent cannot capably 
represent an artist of real promise. Think- 
ing only of his meager but compelling 
needs of today, this fellow cares not about 
what effects an unwise booking will have 
on the future of his client. As long as 
he is assured of his few dollars in com- 
missions today he is satisfied, and dire 
necessity compels him to adjust his 
thinking so that he is convinced that 
his client should be satisfied. He has no 
capital to invest. He has no lines to cast 
into the sea; baited lines that might 


some day bring success to his client and . 


a fat income for himself. 


He is the prototype in the show busi- 
ness of the small merchant off Main 
street in Squedunk. It would be just as 
foolish for a nationally advertised line to 
give an exclusive agency to the small 
merchant as it is for the artist of promise 
to waste his days, months, weeks and 
years by laying his future in the hands 
of the agents who have been forced by 
circumstances to think only in terms of 
today and of nickels, dimes and quarters. 
The difference is that the manufacturers 
or distributors of nationally advertised 
products pick their agencies scientifically 
and on the basis of mature business 
judgment; the artist being a poor busi- 
ness man—and an emotional creature as 
a rule—permits the silver tongues of those 
driven by desperation to chicanery and 
parasitism to lure him into a morass 
whence there is no return. 


* * * 


The successful talent middleman of to- 
day does business with agents, with book- 
ing offices, with advertising agencies, with 
artists’ bureaus of broadcasting stations 
—in short, with everybody. He handles 
a limited number of attractions. He is 
an investor rather than a speculator. He 
has an incentive to work for his attrac- 
tions and to accept only offers that repre- 
sent a stepping stone to better ones. He 
can do this because he has finances and 
because he has the assurance thru exclu- 
sive contracts that are equitable and 
binding that his strairfing and striving 
and building will not be in vain. He 
represents the only tangible hope of the 
talented performer of today. He is the 
budding Colossus of tomorrow’s show 
business.

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Film Producers Now Getting 
In on Radio Seript Harvest 


Forget about studio audiences encroaching on their 
rights and begin to buy up most any kind of legit play 
—now busy unloading old stuff from the shelf 


a 

NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—Film producers, who have been hollering and worrying 
about radio encroaching on their box-office territory, both thru its entertainment 
programs and free studio audiences and also by buying up legit scripts from Broad- 
way producers and playbrokers, can turn around and make money themselves from 
radio. That is the opinion of many radio program builders, as well as script agents. 
Angle is that picture makers have a wealth of material that can easily be con- 
verted into radio fodder with the picture trade benefiting in several ways. Shelves 


of the pictureites are loaded with novels, 
scripts and Broadway plays that the film 
makers grabbed up and never produced. 
Besides, the Hollywood firms own the 
radio rights to countless legit plays which 
they have converted into talkers, but 
which have never been done on the air 
and which are easily and obviously first- 
class, in many cases, radio material. The 
sole exceptions would be those films 
which came under ban because of the 
dirt angle that started the censor furor 
a while ago. Authors’ League contracts 
carry clauses in them assigning, in the 
picture buying rights, other rights, tele- 
vision and radio, to the camera grinders. 


Point brought out by program pro- 
ducers anent this question is that despite 
the great number of legit plays around, 
much of this material, for vatious rea- 
sons, is absolutely out for radio presenta- 
tion. Main reason, of course, is sex, of 
which there ain’t no animal, or prac- 
tically so, for the mike. Adaptability of 
pictures for radio has, of course, been 
proven time and time again. 

Another point of salability is offered in 
that well hit pictures would be even 
better for the air than hit plays which, 
while they may have had a first-class 
New York reputation, meant little out- 
side of Broadway. Opposed to this are hit 
pictures which played practically every 
hamlet in the country and have definite 
audience’ value. It is felt that such 
vehicles would be far better for the many 
film stars who have been and still are 
going on the air than some of the boiled- 
down hit legit plays. Further, it is 
pointed out that the film players would 
be more at home doing scripts they have 
already played before the camera than 
in legit plays which they may not have 
even seen. 

In the meantime, many box-office radio 
people feel that unless something is soon 
done the radio value of Hollywood names 
will be riding for a fall pronto, inas- 
much as there have been so many film 
names on the air and most of them in 
cheesy material or simply as guest stars 
not doing much.

First New York outlet to dish out the 
copious news bulletins and commentary 
remarks on sarhe as supplied by the 
Trans-Radio News service, appears to be 
a generous resume of the news of the 
day, especially when offered as high as 
four times daily. This compares to two 
daily five-minute periods supplied by 
the Press-Radio News Bureau, the of- 
ficial outfit decided upon by both press 
and radio thruout the country, partic- 
ularly the leading networks. Special 
bulletins are also supplied by Press-Ra- 
dio 

Altho four are available daily by 
Trans-Radio, broadcasting all of them 
naturally depends upon available time. 
Big dose is similar to that heard on the 
Yankee network and other stations tak- 
ing the service for the past several 
months, and majority include consider-

—Minstrel show. Sponsor—The Molle 


Company. Station — WJZ (NBC net- 
work). 


Molle’s current radio broadcasts take 
in two weekly quarter hours on the 
WJZ-NBC network and one half-hour 
Period Friday night on WJZ chain, the 
shorter programs going on at 7:30 p.m. 
On Mondays and Thursdays. All of the 
shows are headed by Al Bernard and 
Paul Dumont, endmen with a back- 
ground, and the orchestra is directed Br 
Milton Rettenberg. On Friday night the 
augmented company includes . Mario 
Cozzi, powerful baritone, whose diction 
is poor, but who is there with the voice. 

Bernard and Dumont trot out the old- 
time tunes for the major portion of the 
show and the olio is pretty well near 
Closing time. Cozzi sings one of those 
On the Road to Mandalay tunes with the 
Company in back of him during this 
Period as part of the olio and for the 
second part of the minstrel show Ber- 
hard and Dumont offer dialect comedy 
fare, and a song to match for the clos- 
ing.

Commercials came in after 
some of the Rosedale advertisers had 
been given their “credits.” Characters 
are portrayed satisfactorily.

The Grummits 


Reviewed Wednesday evening, 11-11:15 
p.m. Style—Comedy sketch. Sustain- 
ing on WEAF (NBC network). 


This show deserves a sponsor. Altho 
it’s patterned along a familiar theme, 
it is being written by Senator Ford, 
long regarded as a first-class funny man 
in vaude circles. There is nothing new 
in the technique of getting laughs. but 
that makes no difference. It gets the 
laughs and that is what counts. 


The Grummits are a family of three, 
Pop, Mom and Roscella, the daughter. 
Mom is a sort of Mrs  Malaprop. 
Roscella, none too brainy, is in love with 
a young feller who’s the show-off wise- 
cracking type. Pop, played by Ford. is 
a tired business man who finds the 
bane of his existence in the young fel- 
ler who is keeping company with 
Roscella. Ford’s characterization is a 
Pip, his delivery being first-rate. The 
young feller is slightly overwritten and 
silghtly overplayed by Fred Lightner, 
whose stage foil is Roscella, the name 
she also uses in vaude. Name of 
the actress playing the mother was not 
caught, but she does a good job. J. F. 


Rose Bampton-Nat Shilkret 


Reviewed Saturday evening, 9-9:30. 
Style—Soloist, duet and orchestra. Spon- 
sor—Smith Brothers. Station—WEAF 
(NBC network). 


A program with Rose Bampton, Metro- 
politan opera contralto, could and should 
be easily made one of the better air spots 
on Saturday nights, but to assign her the 
semi-classicals and nearly pop tunes, as 
has been done on this show, is more or 
less a good way to waste time. One of 
the better singers on the air currently, 
hiring Miss Bampton for this kind of 
work is like employing a Cezanne to paint 
an adobe shack. 

Program, therefore, sums up as fust 
another musical half hour, with Nat Shil-

having abolished its band policy many 
months ago. Another important ques- 
tion on the fire is the jacking up of the 
commission rates, now nominally sup- 
posed to be 10 per cent. New rate in 
most cases is expected to be 20 per cent, 
or that much leeway, as in the case of 
Columbia Broadcasting System’s Artist 
Bureau. Names have been mentioned in 
connection with the band policy, but no 
one has been set up until this writing. 


Personnel Setup 


Administrative heads of the Artist 
Service are practically the same, with 
George Engles at the head, and D. S. 
Tuthill, sales end of the department, be- 
ing responsible for the Talent Sales angle. 
Other personnel involved in the Talent 
Supply and Management end is: A. Frank 
Jones and others to be appointed for 
talent management. Concert manage- 
ment and sales has Marks Levine, A. F. 
Haas and several others, mostly women. 
Others to be appointed will be for the 
Civic Concert Corporation, Talent Audi- 
tion Staff, also a Talent Scout. 


Talent Sales group will place Harold 
Kemp as Artists’ Service representative 
on the Commercial Program Board. 
Sustaining Program Board will be rep- 
resented by L. J. Fitzgerald. Artists’ 
Confirmations: R. E. Smith, J. L. Stirton 
and George Sax. Same secretaries are 
being retained in these particular groups. 


Talent Sales representatives are T. F. 
Allen, traan.ferred from the Sales De- 
partment, and he will work with John 
Babb, Mrs. E. B. Gilbert and William 
McCaffrey. These will be assigned to 
advertisement agencies and get certain 
quotas. Sales representative to sell talent 
to local (NBC affiliated) stations is S. L. 
Ross. Sell talent to vaude houses, Chester 
Stratton and Rubey Cowan. Private en- 
tertainment sales, Frances Rockefeller 
King. Representative to sell motion 
picture studios and legit still to be ap- 
pointed. Sales representative for night 
spots and hotels also to be selected. 


Exploitation of artists is assured in a 
special new department, Sales Promo- 
tion, which transfers Edward de Salis- 
bury to manage it, coming from the 
same named field in the regular sales de- 
partment. He will have an assistant. In 
the absence of Mr. Engles, D. S. Tuthill 
will be in charge of the entire bureau. 
Booking bureau clearance of contracts 
and legal contacts will be M. H. Camp- 
bell and Carol Chucknow. A head for 
this section is to be chosen. There will 
also be a financial assistant who will 
report to the treasurer of the company. 
R. L. Porrier will handle the accounting 
and report to the booking bureau head. 

While the new arrangement of offices 
and personnel is under way there is con- 
siderable speculation as to how things 
are going to work out. Some believe it is 
going to be a great break for the average 
artist and others fear the effects of a 
straight 20 per cent booking fee. Signed 
NBC artists say this is too much dough, 
considering the extras when outside 
bookings are done. The fancy brochure, 
on which the Artists’ Service has been 
working for about three years, seeK- 
ing $35 from each artist for being listed 
and pictured in the book, will be brought 
out now as soon as possible. ; 

A Hollywood office for the Artists’ Serv- 
ice is also on tap, but not yet set. The 
actual cost of Trade Ways, Inc., for mak- 
ing the Artists’ Service survey is figured 
at over $20,000, considering the actual 
time spent and prorated accordingly.

control of State Industrial Commission, 
headed by Elmer Andrews. Under present 
plans, switching the regulation to the 
State won’t prevent the counties from 
also licensing the agencies. Thus a 
double check would be achieved. Angle is 
that both local police and State troopers 
could be called into action in case of an 
emergency. 


The American Federation of Labor is 
also pushing for stricter regulation of 
agencies. For the past several years the 
New York State Federation of Labor has 
introduced bills in the Legislature ask- 
ing for State control of agencies. Last 
year the bill, which failed by one vote, 
exempted theatrical agencies and nurses. 
The exemption of theatrical agencies was 
made because the Wald-AFA Bill had 
just been introduced and had confused 
the situation. With little possibility that 
another AFA bill will be pushed at the 
coming session, theatrical agencies may 
be included in the new State regulation 
bill that will be introduced in December. 


There is also a powerful movement 
to make all fee-charging employment 
agencies illegal and replace them with a 
national chain of free government of- 
fices. Already there is a small network 
of free government agencies, including 
five in this city. The government is now 
trying to co-ordinate the Federal and 
State free agencies. 


Meanwhile, the Hotel and Restaurant 
Employees and Beverage Dispensers In- 
ternational Alliance is leading a move- 
ment within the AFL to “sponsor legisla- 
tion to abolish private employment 
agencies as an emergency measure to aid 
recovery.” The union introduced a res- 
olution to this effect in the AFL conven- 
tion recently. 


The American Federation of Actors, on 
the other hand, feels that legislation 
seeking to regulate agents and bookers 
will always be unsatisfactory. Ralph 
Whitehead points out that government 
bureaus have always been unable to un- 
derstand the peculiarities of show busi- 
ness. He says the APA is working toward 
a bonding and franchise system for 
vaude, club and cafe bookers and agents, 
basing this system on Equity’s franchise 
plan. He adds that he doesn’t think the 
AFA will seek to introduce any further 
legislation on the subject, but will, in- 
stead, work out its franchise system.

Can this be the once famous Palace 
or a tab house somewheres in the 
sticks? Looks more like the latter with 
the all-colored Shuffle Along unit hold- 
ing down the stage. This unit has no 
Broadway standing. It is a cheap and 
very noisy affair. One of those things 
where hotcha is exploited at the expense 
of careful staging and talent. Runs 
three minutes under an hour, which 
takes in the four-minute overture. Pix 
is The Age of Innocence, which makes 
the stage show wrong again. 

There are some redeeming features 
of the unit, but they are soon forgotten 
amid the general noisiness and sloppy 
production. A couple of the worth- 
while items are the 12-girl chorus, Pete, 
Peaches and Duke, Bits Turner and 
Flourney Miller and Mantan Moreland. 
Costumes and scenery are not bad 
either. Could make something out of 
the unit if the producer would remem- 
ber that customers can’t be hotcha’d 
for almost an hour without getting 
equal proportions of real entertainment. 

Eubie Blake heads the 11-piece ork, 
first starting off in the pit. That over- 
ture was raggin’ it to shreds or some- 
thin’. Opening production number is 
handled by the chorines, three Sepia 
Songbirds and a couple of boys. Fair 
just as the other production numbers, 
including Carioca and that goofy 
rhythm routine. 

The chorus is plenty good, and it’s 
one Harlem group that observes preci- 
sion. Not bad lookers either. Pete, 
Peaches and Duke lend much value to 
the layout with their class hoofing, and 
they’re spotted frequently thruout the 
revue. Bits Turner goes over with her 
comedy singing, and Miller and More- 
land have the comedy assignment. That 
fish scene of theirs is smelly, but they're 
better off on the gabfest bit. Moreland 
is funny in that rhythm finale. 

The music is just okeh under the 
baton of Eubie Blake. For the first 
couple of numbers the band is in the 
pit but later mounts the stage. Sepia 
Songbirds are no great shakes as singers. 
A dance couple give out with plenty of 
pep. but that’s all. Josie Oliver snake- 
hivs in the Harlem manner, and then 
there’s Fay Canty, Roy Carter, Timie 
Rogers and Nanine Joyce. Couldn’t dis- 
tinguish them, but there’s a prim, boy 
hocfer and more song-dance folks. All 
in all, about a cast of 40. 

Business was only fair at this viewing.

BOSTON, Oct. 27.—Local vaude book- 
ers and club agents were asked to re- 
form some of their practices by the 
American Federation of Actors this week. 
Ralph Whitehead, AFA secretary, was 
here this week from New York and held 
separate meetings with the bookers and 
the agents. The vaude bookers were 
asked to observe the vaude code and 
especially the minimum wage provisions. 
The club and private entertainment 
bookers were asked to accept a $8-a- 
show minimum for club jobs. In addi- 
tion, cafe bookers will be called together 
the next time Whitehead is here and 
asked to set up a minimum wage for 
their field. 

A mass meeting of actors was held 
Tuesday morning at Paine Memorial 
Hall. Among the speakers were White- 
head, Senna, Frank Fenton, Harry Rus- 
sell and James O’Brien, union leaders; 
Edwin Consolmagno, AFA local attorney; 
Geoffrey Whalen, local editor, and G. 
Mahaney, representing the Transient Di- 
vision of the Emergency Relief Adminis- 
tration.

ance of our purposes, prompted Emer- 
gency to send a delegation to Equity 
council to clear the situation up and 
show that the activities of the two 
organizations did not overlap in any 
way. It was claimed that Equity was 
an association for actors in commercial 
fields, “not geared for the economic 
needs of the actor in his extremity,” 
and that the fields of the two organiza- 
tions were different, even tho parallel. 

It was claimed by the speaker that 
Equity was “unfair, unsportsmanlike 
and unkind” to the organization with- 
out knowing enough about it. Only 
two or three Equity councilmen, it was 
said, had any idea of the organization. 
Space in Equity Magazine was asked in 
which the aims of the group could be 
explained. Objection was taken speci- 
fically by Emergency to an editorial ap- 
pearing in Equity last month. 

Another speaker said that Emergency 
might aid Equity by rehabilitating many 
individuals and allowing them to gain a 
position where they could resume pay- 
ment of Equity dues, while attempts to 
fasten a Communistic tag upon Emer- 
gency were attacked. Such an attempt 
was dubbed a “cheap weapon.” 

The new reorganization plan divides 
Emergency into three groups: CWA 
actors, unemployed actors and Harlem 
actors. Each group will have its own 
grievance committee, but they will meet 
together in general meetings. Louis 
Polan was elected executive secretary 
under the new plans, while committee 
chairmen, who also serve on the execu- 
tive board, are as follows:

Arbitration clause, eagerly sought by managers, en- 
tirely omitted—committee to investigate ticket question 


—minor hour limitations and minimum salary raises

NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—As predicted in last week’s issue, the revised code for the 
legitimate theater was signed Monday afternoon and will go into effect November 1. 
It leaves most of the major problems that were discussed while drawing it up pre- 
cisely where they were before. Dissatisfaction with legit’s entire NRA setup has been 
felt along the street, made more acute by publication of provisions of the revised 


code. Labor, which had the theatrical situation pretty well in hand before the 
NRA, feels for the most part that the codes represent a useless expenditure of time 


and money. Managers, who feit that 
they were unfairly dealt with in the old 
code, gave up hope when the new one 
came out. Of all the provisions they re- 
quested, only one went thru. That 
created equal representation between 
managers and labor on the Code Au- 
thority. The managers feel frankly dis- 
satisfied. 


Interest in the new code rests chiefly 
on its omissions, notably the complete 
omission of the much discussed clause 
providing for arbitration in manager- 
labor disputes, to which the managers 
had looked for aid in easing what they 
have for years termed onerous and un- 
fair working conditions. The original 
code had only a vague reference to iron- 
ing out of such difficulties and the man- 
agers requested that arbitration ma- 
chinery be set up. Labor immediately 
squawked, feeling that it might lose many 
of its rulings, and in any case not in- 
tending to have them endangered by 
arbitration. When the draft of the re- 
vised code came from Washington last 
month an arbitration board was pro- 
vided for, but its decision was not to be 
final and only labor could refer ques- 
tions to it. The managers asked that they 
be accorded the same privilege. When 
the final revised code, as signed, ar- 
rived, it was seen that even that clause 
had been dropped. The new code has 
the same vague and unenforcible pro- 
visions as the original one. 


The ticket broker situation, always a 
bone of contention, has not been ironed 
out even in spite of the signing, as was 
indicated in this week's issue. A com- 
mittee consisting of Brock Pemberton, 
Lee Shubert, William McBride, Morris 
Rosenstein, Philip Wittenberg and Paul 
Shields, the latter representing the con- 
sumer, has been appointed to make rec- 
ommendations within 60 days for pro- 
visions to supplant the present ones. 
Meanwhile, previously announced clauses 
go into effect. Brokers must post a bond, 
only brokers holding contracts from the 
Code Authority may receive tickets, there 
isa 75-cent maximum overcharge and at 
least 25 per cent of all seats must be 
kept in the box office. There is no pro- 
vision for resale. The Code Authority 
has power to enforce the provisions, but 
its decisions may be appealed to the Na- 
tional Industrial Recovery Board. If the 
broker loses, he forfeits his bond. The 
committee which will decide on further 
suggestions met for the first time yester- 
day in Wittenberg’s office. Shubert was 
elected chairman, and Wittenberg, secre- 
tary. 

Limitation of rehearsal hours, already 
agreed upon, is a part of the new code, 
as are Various raises in minimum salaries. 
The junior minimum for actors remains 
$25 for productions with a top of $3 or 
less, but goes to $27.50 for a top between 
83 and $4 and to $30 for a top of $4 
or over. Seniors have their $40 minimum 
raised to $42.50 and $45 in the same 
categories and to $50 if the top is $4.50 
or more. 

Salaries of company managers and 
stock treasurers go up 20 per cent over 
their previous $40 and $20, respectively. 
Stock managers’ minimum receives a 
374% per cent boost, and pay of ushers, 
ticket takers, scrubwomen, attendants 
and porters goes up 25 per cent. 

The legit Code Authority will hold its 
first meeting under the new code next 
Wednesday and will plan organization. 
The NALT will also meet, to elect three 
more managers to the Code Authority, 
under the new ruling that makes rep- 
resentation of managers and labor equal.

40-Centers May Be Out 


NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—Under a recent 
Washington ruling which has not as yet 
gone into effect, the current throw-away 
gag of “passes” that carry a 40-cent 
“house tax” will be done away with. 
Action would be taken on the ground 
that the ticket tax is for the face value 
of the ticket. In cut rates, for exam- 
ple, even tho $1.50 is paid for a $3 ticket, 
the tax is for the face value and totals 
30 cents. 


The new rulings would have it that, if 
the same ticket is given out as a “pass,” 
but with a 40-cent charge, the ruling is 
still in effect. Thus, 30 cents tax would 
be charged. Either the manager would 
have to sock a 70-cent “house tax,” thus 
shooing away most of his prospective 
customers under that plan, or else he 
would get only a dime of the money 
taken in. 


Brady To Do Old Mellers? 


NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—Rumors have it 
that William A. Brady is contemplating 
a series of revivals, including melo- 
dramas such as The Count of Monte 
Cristo. The Brady offce will not con- 
firm anything as definite, but admits 
that the plan has been thought about.

FRO OUT FRONT

In the summer of 1919 the actors of 


the legitimate stage, members of an or- 


ganization known as the Actors’ Equity Association, requested a hearing from the 
managers regarding certain grievances in actor-manager relations. The war had 
just ended, and a wave of unionism—the first of recent waves—was sweeping 


the country. 


It was somewhat revolutionary, however, for artists to line up as 


labor, and so (as the detractors wept) take their places with plumbers, bricklayers 


and stagehands. 


wilderness. 


The managers did not even take the trouble to howl. 


There was a great outcry in the profession itself against such 
unjustified sullying of the sacred robes of art. 


Dissenters howled loudly in the 


Entrenched strongly 


behind the solid rampart of the legitimate stage as it then existed, behind the 
double ramparts of power and popular support, they turned a deaf ear to the 
cry of the actors. The actors asked—almost prayed—for arbitration, the managers 


turned silently away. 


And then the unexpected happened. 


The actors went out on strike. Show 


after show was forced to close; theater after theater went dark. 


The managers refused to listen—either to the actors or to reason. 


Instead, 


they set about herding the disgruntled “artists” of the profession into an organiza- 


tion known as the Actors’ Fidelity League. 


To that league they promised all the 


things which Equity desired; to it they lent their money and their support. They 
had learned their lesson from E. F. Albee, who some years before had established 
the NVA. But they reckoned without Equity and the new-found unity of the actor. 

The names of the few (but prominent) deserters and turn-coats who sold 


out their fellow workers to join Fidelity 


need not be remembered here and now. 


Many of them have atoned, eagerly and honestly, for that old mistake. 
The stagehands and musicians, allied as Equity was to the AFL, joined in the 


strike. 


But still the managers closed their eyes to the handwriting on the wall. 


Anl then, after a few short but hectic weeks, they were forced to yield. A 
great and prosperous industry had been completely paralyzed in the cause of 
justice—and equity. Something had to be done, and there was only one thing to 


do. Equity’s demands were met. 
The strike had been the last resort. 


The actors had first tried every known 


means to obtain justice—to obtain even a hearing. But in the end the strike won 


out. The managers were defeated, ingloriously and completely 


Par from saving 


part of the power they held before the strike (as they might have, with arbitra- 


tion), they failed to save even their face. 


It was an example of blind and unjust 


pig-headedness that refused to see even self-evident facts. 
. * * . 


On the Coast, for the past year, the Screen Actors’ Guild has been negotiating 
with film producers, a strong and power-drunk group. The producers, undending 


a bit at first, finally refused to listen. 


Last week they turned down the Guild’s 


demands; more than that, they turned down the Guild’s request for arbitration. 
Immediately after their refusal to listen—or to look—the Guild began to 
consider an affiliation with Equity, and, thru it, an affiliation with the AFL. 


For years the producers had lulled 


the actor into a false sense of security 


thru the Motion Picture Academy of Art and Sciences, a producer-created, producer- 


supported organization. 


But the Guild has already broken the backbone of that. 


Many of those prominently implicated in the battle of 1919 are leading the 
ranks of the Guild. They have not only precedent but also experience behind them. 
Those who run (even those who run the motion picture industry) should 
read—and heed.

Wonder and not bewilderment is the 
gateway to the palace of art. That 
quotation from the works of Robert 
Etheridge Townsend (or is it James 
Branch Cabell?) has been seen here 
before. It can hardly be seen too 
often—particularly when this corner is 
occupied by such pretentious charades: 
such high-blown, fly-blown allegories; 
such self-conscious poppy-cock as Sean 
O’Casey’s Within the Gates, which 
Messrs. Bushar and Tuerk presented 
magnificently at the National Theater 
Monday night. 


Mr. O’Casey, acccrding to an ex- 
planatory leaflet distributed with the 
program (an explanatory leaflet con- 
sidered necessary for the understanding 
and enjoyment of a play!), says that his 
drama “tries to bring back .. . the 
music and song and cance of the Eliza- 
bethan play and the austere ritual of 
the Greek drama, caught up and 
blended with the life around us.” As 
might be expected, the result is mud- 
died and muddied. Mr. O’Casey, caught 
up with a poetic fervor and a trenchant 
bitterness toward life and its agents, 
fails to think thru either that fervor or 
that bitterness. He contents his poetry 
with a sense of words as words; he con- 
tents his bitterness with a sophomoric 
end abstract irony that fails utterly to 
hit home because of the creakingly 
allegorical puppet life, which is the only 
life that his play possesses. 


The drama is an allegory of the world 
as Mr. O’Casey sees it, including in its 
scope a dreamer who represents the 
forces of beauty and of truth, cutting 
thru the lax living of humanity; a 
young whore who represents youth and 
the joy of youth, bound down by the 
tenets of the world and renouncing 
them; a bishop who represents the 
futile, half-hearted, unseeing religion of 
the day. There are many minor char- 
acters, all of them representing some- 
thing or other and fittingly explained 
in the attendant leaflet. 


Chiefly the action is concerned with 
the little harlot as she struggles to the 
light of God out of the muffling mists 
of accepted religion. She dies in the 
end, but still game and dancing, as the 
dreamer looks aesthetically toward the 
skies (or flies) and the bishop kneels 
by her, comforted that her last move- 
ment was an abortive sign of the cross. 

Mr. O’Casey’s lack of thinking thru— 
his lack of clear thinking in any case— 
is shown primarily in the fact that he 
wrote out his weltschmerz in play form. 
Obviously that was the last form into 
which it fitted; obviously the competent 
craftsman would have known that. 
Judged even as poetry and emotional 
reaction, the work has many faults—

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but the author chose to cast it in theat- 
rical terms. And in theatrical terms it 
is pale, colorless, endlessly boring—and 
unbearably self-conscious. 

The most abstract form of allegory is 
a dangerous and weakening thing in any 
medium; in the theater it is suicidal. 
The life of the theater is of flesh and 
blood, and Mr. O’Casey’s characters are 
symbols, with no life in them at all. 
In the theater the interest must be in 
® gripping human figure, and thru that 
the message—if message there is—musi 
be driven home. Probably the most 
powerfully human, universally affecting 
and generally symbolic play (since in it 
each man sees himself) is Hamlet. 
Think what it would have been if it 
had been written entirely in terms of 
“The Introspective Prince,” “The Aged 
Politician,” et cetera. It would at besi 
have been of a piece with Everyman, 
that ancient mystery of purely historicai 
interest. 

Symbolism in its best and highest 
terms can be represented (as the first 
example that comes to mind) by the 
work of another Irishman. In Riders to 
the Sea Synge magnificently told all of 
the tragedy of life in one act and in 
compelling human terms. 

So much for Mr. O’Casey’s bloodless 
symbolism, which in itself is enough, 
along with the tlaccid and sprawling 
construction, to make his play futile, a

stumbling herald for the playwright’s 
message. The writing itself is of a piece 
with the rest, muddled, illogical and in- 
effective. Mr. O’Casey’s rampant lyricai 
urge evidently got the better of his 
taste, his sense of values and his dis- 
cernment. The drone of endless words 
in arranged prose meters gives an il- 
lusory sense of poetry that is unjustified 
except in single, occasional lines. It all 
seems very self-conscious and so super- 
poetical and hyper-aesthetical that 
Patience, in comparison, appears a weak 
burlesque. 


Poetry, in order to be worth more 
than the paper on which it is written, 
must base its beauty upon firm thought. 
The logic of beauty is the strictest logic 
of all. There can be no fuzziness about 
it in either thought or form. By such 
standards Mr. O’Casey often descends to 
nensense verse and rigmarole. 


In addition, the play abounds in a 
tastelessness which seems to be the 
author’s way of flinging defiance at 
convention. Such defiance is right and 
fine, but at times Mr. O'Casey over- 
exaggerates it (as he overexaggerates 
everything in his symbolism) until he 
appears like a little boy writing words 
upon a fence. 


There are fine lines, too —largely 
buried under the unchecked poetic 
frenzy of the rigmarole. One of them, 
the best in the play, deserves quotation: 
“They cancel life with their livid love 
of God.” 

The author's gospel of a decent, joy- 
cus God who holds in contempt his 
snivvel-nosed, self-appointed devotees is 
a fine one—not the sinners, he says, but 
the righteous should be called to re- 
pentence. But it has been far better 
and much more powerfully said before. 
Often before. By Luigi Lucatelli, for 
example. 

The playing is splendid, with special 
credit going to the work of Lillian Gish, 
Moffat Johnston and Bramwell Fletcher. 
Miss Gish proves to anybody’s satisfac- 
tion that she is a fine and consummate 
actress. Melvyn Douglas’ direction gets 
what effects there are to get. 

But the play itself 1s made puerile 
and weak by its self-conscious aestheti- 
cism. Even the program note, “The gates 
will be closed after each season,’’ would 
have been bludgeoned if it had been 
written by A. A. Milne. It possesses a 
few sharply beautiful lines and a few 
sharply provocative thoughts, presented 
in a Grosvenor-like manner for the de-

termined hyper-aesthetes. Stripped of 
its verbiage, it is really a simple but 
entirely undisciplined allegory, weak- 
ened by its abstract maunderings, and 
very obvious. It is only its fuzziness 
that makes it seem profound. 


High but unsuccessful aim is not 
enough; thousands of failures have 
aimed at the stars. Poetic frenzy is not 
enough; thousands of mute, inglorious 
Miltons have felt the surging poetic 
urge without power to express it in 
fitting words. Aim and frenzy must be 
shaped and disciplined by knowledge 
end taste and the importunate logic of 
beauty. That is the task of the true 
poet. EUGENE BURR.

The Whole Action of the Play Occurs at 

Brighton, 1811. 
There Are Three Acts and Ten Scenes. 


To a Dalmatian lover, the presence of 
one of those long-neglected and alto- 
gether excellent puppies in a show is 
enough to guarantee that show a good 
reception. This reporter happens to be 
a Dalmatian lover, and Conversation 
Piece, the new Noel Coward musical 
romance which Selwyn and Franklin 
brought to the 44th Street Theater 
Tuesday night, with Charles B. Cochran 
as their associcte, has not one Dalma- 
tian but a brace. Its reception therefore 
becomes automatically excellent. 


But the Dalmatians, after all, aren’t 
the players to whom the show is most 
greatly indebted. The person rating that 
honor is Mlle. Yvonne Printemps, its 
star; it is hard to see how Conversation 
Piece would be possible without her. 


Yet the show has merits of its own. 
A bit of lightweight fluff, it is pleasant 
and charming, musical and delightfully 
entertaining. It is, as 1 matter of fact, 
the most entertaining piece, at least in 
this reporter’s opinion, that Mr. Coward 
has offered us in years. Gone is the 
hard, bright, artificial and superficial 
polish which glittered upon and marred 
the surface of the more recent comedies. 
Gone is the determined sophistication 
which served as boob-bait for those 
militant sophisticates whose tastes were 
so ultra that they became merely ultra- 
tasteless. 

On the basis of Conversation Piece no 
one could compare Mr. Coward, as his 
unfortunately enthusiastic followers have 
done, to Messrs. Wilde, Sheridan, Con- 
greve and Wycherly—a comparison which 
was as unfair to Messrs. Wilde, Sheri- 
dan, Congreve and Wvcherly as it was 
to Mr. Coward. Conversation Piece is 
merely a hackneyed but delightful bit 
of charm, resurrecting the gay spirit of 
the Brighton of 1811, and given a spark 
of gay and spirited life by Mlle. 
Printemps. 

The story is nothing, telling merely 
of a penniless French duke and his low- 
born ward, who invade Brighton in or- 


der to marry off the young lady to a 
man of wealth. The plan almost suc- 
ceeds thru the efforts of Lady Julia, an 
old flame of the duke, but fails when 
Melanie, the lass, determines to follow 
the desire of her secret heart. That 
desire is to marry the aging but gallant 
duke himself, and she accomplishes it 
after a bit of cardboard plotting. 

That is all. Yet the slight fable is 
charmingly told, many of the interludes 
are delightful (tho some are useless). 
the lyrics of the second and third acts 
are amusing and the music is love): 
tho reminiscent. There is much estab- 
lishment of the gay Brighton atmos- 
phere of the days before Victoria cast 
the dank mist of her morality over 
England. The pace is leisurely; so, for 
that matter, is the whole romance—and 
a bit of leisure is welcome in our hectic 
workaday theater. It’s all pleasant and 
charming in a stylized way. 

Mlle. Printemps, however, is something 
more than that. The electric charm of 
her manner breathes life and fire into 
Mr. Coward's cardboard heroine, and 
makes of her a thing of dreams and of 
delight. Mlle. Printemps capitalizes on 
the essential unreality of the theater, 
and thru it turns in a masterpiece of 
theatrical performing. Her voice is 
beautifully handled, and her English, in 
this, her first English-speaking part, is 
delightfully awkward. 


Pierre Fresnay gives her excellent sup- 
port as the duke, and so do Irene 
Browne, as Lady Julia: Carl Harbord, 
as a smitten English Lord, and Athole 
Stewart, as his father. 

There are times when Conversation 
Piece draws out too long; there are times 
when it grows a bit dull; its denoue- 
ment is disappointing. But, in the long 
run, those are minor defects in a thoroly 
delightful evening that owes more than 
it can ever repay to the electric vivacity 
of Mule. Printemps.

Michigan Board Stands Pat on 


Ruling Against 

DETROIT, Oct. 27.—Detroit Film 
Grievance Board held another executive 
session this week to consider the recent 
ban of the board on non-theatrical 
shows. Protests of schools, churches 
and art cinema organizations have been 
received, according to E. §S. Kinney, 
secretary, and a system of granting ex- 
emptions may be worked out or certain 
classes may be exempted entirely by 
definition. 

“Shorts and commercial entertain- 
ment features will not be allowed to 
be sold to non-theatricals,” Kinney told 
The Billboard correspondent. “In the 
case of the Detroit Cinema Guild at the 
Art Institute I do not feel that special 
foreign pictures, even the large number 
marketed by Amkino, are commercials as 
we understand the term. These do not 
conflict with regular houses. 

“All specific complaints and requests 
will be referred to the Grievance Board, 
which will have full power to determine, 
restrict and limit the sale of films to

non-theatrical accounts. If the account 
is not in actual competition with an 
established theater we are not much in- 
terested regardless of what they show. 
If the account is in unfair competition 
we will make essential restrictions. 


“We aim particularly to stop schools 
and churches from showing films in 
opposition to established houses. Where 
entertainment is half an hour or less, 
either in a short program or as part of a 
longer educational program, we can 
safely allow the pictures—as at Grosse 
Pointe, where the schools show moving 
pictures at noon. 


“If, however, the shows are at a time 
when the children would be otherwise 
free to patronize a theater, that is un- 
fair competition. Further, it is unfair 
if they have to pay an admission, even 
if it is only a nickel, because that means 
so much less they have to spend for 
regular theaters. Finally, it is certainly 
unfair if the general public is admitted.” 


Indie Producers To 
Protest Assessment 


HOLLYWOOD, Oct. 27.—Referring to 
news dispatches announcing the ap- 
proved code budget of assessments, W. 
Ray Johnston, president of Monogram, 
today stated that he was certain a pro- 
test on the assessment would be filed 
by every independent producer and dis- 
tributor in the country. 

“When the original figures were an- 
nounced in July numerous protests, I 
understand, came in from independent 
producers and distributors and the 
smaller major producers, and it was an- 
nounced that the figures would be 
thown out. The result now seems to be 
that some of those protesting are to get 
an assessment several times higher than 
the original figures. 

“A second assessment was prepared 
which was even more unfair than the 
first and this, I was told, was thrown 
out by the government. 

“As I understand it, people in the 
higher bracket doing business of $1,750,- 
000 to $25,000,000 are to be assessed on 
a basic rate of .09 per cent to .19 per 
cent, while the little fellows doing from 
$10,000 to $875,000 are to be assessed 
on a basic rate of from .23 per cent to 
1.20 per cent. 

“I cannot believe that the government 
will allow any such assessment basis 
to be put over on the little fellow. I 
have contended from the beginning 
that there is only one equitable basis 
of assessment, and that would be on 
the following basis: 

“Assessment of distributors shall be 
based on the pro rata percentage that 
each distributor’s gross income from 
film rentals for the year 1933 bears to 
the total sum of $180,000 which is to 
be paid by the distributor members for 
their share of the Code Authority costs.”

Trouble Brewing 


ROM this distance it looks like a very bad move on 
F the part of the producers to have refused to make 

concessions to the representatives of the Screen Ac- 
tors’ Guild, which brought about action that will prob- 
ably bring the Guild under the American Federation of 
Labor. 


About five years ago Actors’ Equity tried to organize 
the Hollywood players and was soundly beaten. At that 
time there was a weakly organized group of players in the 
film city and they could not be prevailed upon to assert 
themselves. 


Now, however, some of the biggest names in Holly- 
wood are on the roster of the Guild. Eddie Cantor, presi- 
dent, has been outspoken in his demands on behalf of 
the players, but the producers have failed to appreciate 
the strength of the actors’ group. In simple words, the 
players were told to go fly a kite. 


There is no doubt that the Guild will be granted a 
charter by the American Federation of Labor. The pro- 
ducers have stated that they will not deal with them, all 
of which is going to make some pretty tough times on 
Hollywood. 


The Guild is to become affiliated with Equity, which 
will bring together both the stage and screen players with 
the backing of the AFL. The producers have always been 
opposed to Equity and the whole matter is now out of their 
hands. 


Just what kind of a contract and working agree- 
ment will be demanded by the Guild, when backed by 
AFL, remains to be seen. Just what the producers will 
do when the demands are made is also a question. Per- 
haps the producers will continue to hold out and try to 
get talent outside the ranks of Guild members. In this 
case the union technicians might be called out and the 
studios would be at a standstill. 


Suppose the studios were able to secure enough tech- 
nicians and talent, there is every reason to believe that 
projectionists would refuse to operate machines with films 
lacking the union label. 


It begins to look as tho the producers had been short- 
sighted again, but this time the die is cast and the film 
makers are facing a united front. For the first time in 
history the players have a militant leader and are deter- 


- mined to carry on. 


What with the purity drive, Fox patent suits, Upton 
Sinclair’s Epic and the actors’ union, it begins to look like 
a tough winter for the men who guide the destinies of 
film making. 


Producers will be wise to treat with the players when 
the time comes and make the best terms they can. It would 
be a calamity for all branches of the industry to have the 
wheels of progress stopped even for a day. Pictures can- 
not be made when there is friction in the ranks, for every 
department is entirely dependent upon the other. 


We do not believe the players will be unreasonable in 
their demands and we hope the producers will meet the 
situation in a friendly rather than antagonistic frame of 
mind.

The toarding-house landlady, 
who didn’t get screen credit, was on for 
a grand bit. The film is a preachment 
of something or other, so exhibitors had 
better play up the names in the really 
good cast.

Gilbert 
Roland makes a likable character of 
Rene, and Hugh Williams, as Tony, 
inspires the audience to laugh at the 
wrong time. All in all it is a sorry mess.

This British feature is decidedly not 
for the average American audience. 
Altho the pleyers are excellent, the 
heavy English accent makes about half 
of the dialog unintellicible. Perhaps 
imperfect sound recording is partly to 
blame, but there were times when the 
audience laughed at moments when 
there was tragedy being cnacted. 

The story is that of a man having 
a thousand pounds stolen from him at 
an English house party.

Burly Code 
Board Battle 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 27.—The 
hearing on the proposed budget for the 
Burlesque Code Authority was held 
Monday here, with Deputy Adminis- 
trator William P. Farnsworth presiding. 
Those in attendance were Fred Uliman, 
I. H. Herk, Issy Hirst, Jimmy Lake, Hon 
Nichols, Max Rudnick, Paul Weintraub 
and Tom Phillips. 


While the budget was attacked and 
defended, a more threatening licht is 
thrown on the Code Authority by the 
intention of Harry Goodfriend, Philadel- 
phia lawyer, to submit a brief outlining 
whv a Code Authority for the burly field 
is not needed. It is reported that the 
brief will reveal that the field is con- 
trolled by labor entirely and that the 
same purpose would be served if the 
field was placed in the Service Depart- 
ment of the NRA. 


At the hearing Hirst brought up that 
Joe Weinstock told him that the board 
was projected and Herk given the job 
of chairman simply to get Herk out of 
the burly operating picture. Hirst fur- 
ther attacked the unfairness of a 
straight $10 assessment. Herk, Wein- 
traub and others, on the other hand, 
pointed out that the board has already 
been functioning effectively and that 
members have incurred expenses. 

Goodfriend contended that there were 
only 30 to 40 burly theaters and not 
more than 3900 employees, these being 
in opposition to Herk’s figures of 60 
theaters and 5,000 employees.

Now, as 
to the other effects, at the Star Theater 
in Milwaukee in December, 1906, I saw 
Cunning, the Jail Breaker. He used @ 
prison setting, dressed as a prisoner, even 
to the shaved head, and he escaped from 
handcuffs, strait-jacket and a milk can. 


Rigoletto Bros.’ act had one of the boys 
doing the needle-threading trick. Nicola, 
on good authority, beat Houdini’s time 
on the substitution trunk trick by 10 
seconds. He also did the vanishing ele- 
phant trick. Dante escapes from a can- 
fas-covered trunk and Blackstone es- 
capes from a box, roped and chained and 
dropped into the river. Not that I want 
to take any laurels away from Houdini as 
a showman, still one feels it’s an injus- 
tice to magic and magicians to be forever 
told of these unsolved mysteries, and I, 
for one, would appreciate it if someone, 
thru the Magic Department or the Forum 
in The Billboard or by a personal letter 
would inform me just how much of these 
statements are authentic or if it’s just a 
press agent yarn, and, if so, in what way 
does magic benefit from it. 

As to exposing, how come that our 
great exposers are members of one if not 
all three of America’s major magic clubs 
and still these clubs for some reason or 
another do not seem to have the power 
to stop their members? And I mean by 
exposing the publishing or giving away 
of any magic secret or effect over the 
air via radio or in any paper or magazine 
not entirely devoted to magic. Exposing 
of small pocket tricks opens the way to 
the giving away of larger tricks later on. 
In a page advertisement in a national 
weekly just recently there were exposed 
two small tricks.

Old-Time Showmen 


By CHARLES BERNARD 


Tony Pastor’s Theater, 585-87 Broad- 
way, New York, in 1881 and later years, 
was the recognized home of the very 
best talent in the variety profession. Its 
owner and manager, thru his earlier 
years’ connection with circuses, had 4 
wide circle of friends who were popular 
favorites on the programs of all the 
leading tent shows of that period. In 
the winter season it was possible for the 
circus acts to get profitable engagements 
with their friend Tony, and he knew 
their value as a feature attraction on his 
variety bill. The transient visitor to 
New York was almost sure to include 
“Tony Pastor’s” in the list of amuse- 
ments scheduled. 


With all his popularity and publicity 
as theater manager in the metropolis 
and the Tony Pastor traveling company, 
not much is said by circus literature 
writers about his circus connections. 
Born in Greenwich street, not far from 
the Pacific Hotel, in May, 1837, he as a 
mere child showed talent as a singer 
which attracted Christian B. Woodruff, 
then identified with temperance meet- 
ings at the Dey Street Church. There 
Tcny made his first public appearance 
in 18438. From then on he was in de- 
mand at similar meetings, and in the 
fall of 1846 was engaged to do black- 
face and tambourine in the minstrel 
bend at Barnum’s Museum. That was 
an introduction to the circus fraternity. 

In April, 1847, at the age of 10, he 
jcined Raymond & Waring’s Menagerie 
playing tambourine; remained until Oc- 
tober; then as an apprentice under John 
J. Nathans, with whom his brothers Billy 
and Frank Pastor were previously en- 
gaged. Tony made his debut in the 
arena at Welch’s National Amphitheater, 
Ninth and Chestnut streets, Philadelphia, 
fall of 1847, riding in entrees, holding 
objects, tumbling and playing juvenile 
parts in after-shows. Frank Whittaker 
was ringmaster; John May, featured 
clown; Tom Nevill, equestrian; the 
Rivers Family, J. J. Nathans, George 
Dunbar, Ned Woods and others were 
featured In the spring of 1848 Tony 
went with Welch, Delavan & Nathan's 
Circus, opening at Allegheny, Pa., for 4 
season west and south, and closed in the 
fall at Syracuse, N. Y. He was then en- 
gaged for the winter season at Federal 
Street Theater in Boston. The tenting 
season of 1849 was resumed at Syracuse 
In July an epidemic of cholera broke 
out, and after two deaths in the com- 
pany the show closed at Columbus, O. 
Later the company was reorganized at 
Columbus. The managers then were 
Welch, Nathans, Bancker and E. P. 
Christy. Including a winter itinerary 
south and back north, they toured con- 
tinuously until the fall of 1851. 

During that tour Nell Jamison, the 
ringmaster, died. Tony Pastor was given 
that position. William Worrell was 


the principal clown and with him 
Tony also sang comic songs, anc 
before the season closed he rode an 


act called “The Peasants’ Frolic,” which 
afterwards became popular as the Pete 
Jenkins act. He also tumbled with the 
acrobats and danced “Lucy Long” in the 
after-show. At close of the 1851 season 
(See OLD-TIME SHOWMEN on page 41) 
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ABE LEFTON returns as announcer 
ol events and humorously kidding about 
this and that to the Ak-Sar-Ben Show, 
Omaha. Abe worked there two years 
ago.

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OWN CODE ADOPTION VITAL 


Darling Declares Need, Even if 
It Is Made Independent of NRA 


President of NAAPPB calls problems unsolved by ‘situa- 
tion permitting operators voluntarily to sign President’s 
Agreement—brands action by minority useless 


NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—“The code problem is not solved. The national association 
should solve it to the interest of the industry. If they do not attempt to solve it, then 
the government has a right to impose a code and force the individual units to live 
under it. The government might not do this, but why should we not prepare a proper 
shield (our own code) and prevent any such probability?” This is the answer of 
President Frank W. Darling, National Association of Amusement Parks, Pools and 


Beaches, to a statement from Washington 
of parks, pools, beaches and piers to sign 
the President’s Unemployment Agree- 
ment. 


A first NRA notice to President Darling 
from H. Rose, chief, code record division, 
read in part: “Members of your organiza- 
tion will be governed by the provisions 
of the President’s Re-Employment Agree- 
ment, 2 copy of which is inclosed.” 


No Simple Matter 


It has been pointed out since from 
Washington that the agreement pro- 
vides that any action by operators to 
come under it would be voluntary on 
their part. 


In a later letter from Chief Rose to 
President Darling it was stated: “Please 
be advised that the President’s Re-Em- 
ployment Agreement is a voluntary con- 
tract and, assuming that American busi- 
ness will accept the policy of doing all in 
‘its power to curtail unemployment, this 
suggestion was made to your industry.” 


“I had not read Chief Rose’s first let- 
ter as a ‘suggestion’ nor can I yet so in- 
terpret it,” declared Mr. Darling. “I 
sincerely hope that is all it amounts too. 

“I have been asked the question: ‘Do 
you understand that the industry can 
get by without a code or sign the Presi- 
dent’s Agreement as it chooses?’ No, I do 
not understand that to be the case— 
nothing like so simple a matter as that. 


Up to Trade Body 


“The present plans of the NRA seem 
to be to get every unit of every industry 
under some kind of a code. If this cannot 
be accomplished thru trade associations, 
then thru local enforcement officers to 
do it by getting the individual units of 
the industry to sign a code, either the 
President's Re-Employment Agreement or 
some other. 

“A further and very strongly expressed 
opinion is that the NRA should induce 
every industry not now codified to draw 
its own code and, thru a strong national 
trade association, submit its code to the 
NRA as the code which its industry can 
and will abide by. Certainly, the code 
problem is not solved. There are too 
many political, social and industrial bene- 
fits in having industries live under some 
kind of a code. 


Subject for Toronto 


“The industry of parks, pools,..beaches 
and piers should formulate its own code, 
independent of the NRA. Such a code 
should go as far as possible in co-operat- 
ing with NRA principles, but be entirely 
governed by the controlling conditions 
in the industry. After the industry has 
formulated such a code, it should be 
taken to the NRA and presented with the 
statement that ‘here is the best our in- 
dustry can do fora code at present. You 
may accept it and help us to enforce it 
or you may reject it. This code may be 
improved in another year, but not under 
existing circumstances.’ 

“But there is no use in only 30 per 
cent of the members of the industry hav- 
ing a voice in such a voluntary code. If 
the members of the industry are not in- 
terested in helping formulate their own 
code, then let.them take a chance and 
-kattle out the code problem as in- 
dividuals.” 

The code subject will be paramount at 
the annual convention in the Royal York 
Hotel, Toronto, November 21-29. Lead- 
ers in the industry declare that coming 
under the President’s Agreement would 
mean to :the industry in most cases an 
increase in costs of from 40 to 50 per 
cent.

Cincinnati Zoo Is in Line 
For Modern Reptile House 


CINCINNATI. Oct. 27.—A modern rep- 
tile house will be among improvements 
at the Zoo next year if a resolution 
passed by the board of park commis- 
sioners is carried out by city council. 


At request of Cincinnati Zoological 
Society the park board passed legislation 
which would transfer $50,000 of the 
Florence Weaver fund to it for the Zoo. 
The $50,000 is in council’s hands and by 
the will of the late school teacher, who 
died in Oklahoma City, it can be ex- 
pended for anything within the mu- 
nicipality. 


It is said the urgent need for a reptile 
house at the Zoo is recognized by coun- 
cilmen, altho requests for the money 
have been made by other branches of 
the city government. It is probable that 
$6,000 of the fund will be utilized to 
wipe out a deficit of that amount of the 
old zoological society, and by this ar- 
rangement it would waive all further 
claims to the Weaver fund.

Townsend Removal 
Sought in Indiana 


INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 27.—Suit has 
been filed in Federal Court seeking to 
displace M. Clifford Townsend, lieuten- 
ant governor and in charge of Indiana 
State Fair. Suit attacks constitution- 
ality of the 1933 State Government Re- 
organization law. 


An effort in local Circuit Court to 
place the name of Joseph B. Kyle, Gary, 
on November election ballots as a 
candidate for the office failed when a 
special judge sustained a demurrer of 
the State board of election commis- 
sioners. Plaintiffs contended Mr. Town- 
send, whose term has two more years 
to run, vacated the lieutenant govern- 
or’s office when he accepted the post 
as commissioner of agriculture provided 
in the 1933 act. The special judge ruled 
that should Mr. Townsend at any time 
during his elected term disqualify him- 
self, the State Senate must, under the 
constitution, fill the vacancy.

Opening days at Louisiana 
State promise new figures 
—early midway biz up

SHREVEPORT, La., Oct. 27.—Opening 
of the 29th annual Louisiana State Pair 
here, October 20-28, indicated that new 
figures for attendance and financial re- 
turns will be hung up. While no official 
check has been announced on opening 
day’s business, Secretary-Manager W. R. 
Hirsch said attendance ran to at least 
22,000, a considerable improvement over 
opening day in 1933. Attendance on 
Sunday, October 21, almost equaled that 
of Saturday. 


Fair patrons appeared in spending 
mceod, as revealed by returns on the 
midway, furnished by United Shows of 
America, headed by W. R. Hirsch. Dur- 
ing the first two days, it was officially 
announced, the shows realized a 62 per 
cent increase in business over that of 
the same two days last year. Conces- 
sions apparently had nice business. 

Principal attraction on opening day 
was the annual Louisiana-Arkansas foot- 
ball game, drawing about 12,000, com- 
pared with 9,000 at the 1933 game. The 
classic dedicated the new stadium on 
the State Fair grounds. Automobile 
recing was carded as a feature on both 
Sundays. 


Exhibits were unusually creditable and 
the amusement program brought the 
management countless words of praise. 
Horse Show, staged the first two nights 
before the grand stand, drew a number 
of the finest blue-blooded animals of 
Louisiana, proving a big society feature. 
Fireworks on the grand-stand program 
continued thruout the fair. The Show 
of the Century, the Auditorium feature 
of the State Pair of Texas, came in from 
Dallas as the chief grand-stand attrac- 
tion. Horse racing drew many patrons, 
with five running races daily except 
Sundays. 

Estimates for the first five days were 
that paid admissions had gone more 
than 25 per cent ahead of corresponding 
days in 1933. 

Carnival business was said to show 
an increase of 50 per cent over last 
year’s for the first five days. 


Better Reports Continue 
On Canadian Fall Events 


TORONTO, Oct. 27.—Reports of in- 
creased attendance, exhibits best in years 
and more public support continue to 
reach headquarters here concerning 
Canadian fall fairs. 

Barrie Exhibition was largest in its 
history.

Late Southern fairs are winding up 
racing for the year, which comes to a 
close with the Hawkinsville (Ga.) fair 
and race meeting next month. There is, 
however, one big exception in the 
North, the annual winter meeting to be 
given in Dufferin Park, Toronto, Can. 
In Canada a little cold weather does not 
stop them from racing horses, and the 
winter meeting in Toronto is nearly as 
eld as racing in Canada itself. 

The two big closing fair meetings in 
€tafford Springs, Conn., and Lancaster, 
O., provided followers with racing at its 
very best, altho the Ohio meet served 
up a finer brand of sport, mainly due 
to the remarkable weather encountered 
there, while Stafford Springs ran into 
a cold spell. Few fairs gave more real 
racing than Lancaster this year. A fine 
program is given there with substantial 
purses, and splendid treatment Is ac- 
corded one and all by President J. C. 
Shaw, Secretary Pearl G. Webb and Race 
Secretary O. S. Benadum. No less than 
15 races were given during the four-day 
meeting. Not only were more horses 
on hand this year, but attendance was 
greatest since 1928, Saturday’s crowd 
being over 40,000. 


Youngster Takes Field 


Perhaps top performance of the week 
was that of the 38-year-old pacing geld- 
ing, Doctor H, 3, 2:06, owned by S. W. 
Harrison, Union City, Ind., and smartly 
driven by Jay Douglas. Starting out of 
his class, the youngster took on an aged 
field of pacing warriors, raced in the 
17 class pace, and won with two smart 
miles in 2:06 flat, one of the best fall 
performances of the year. 

Another brilliant pacing match was 
that in the 13 class, won by the Colum- 
bus gelding, T. D. Van, 2:021%4, who won 
after putting in a trip in 2:05%4. Top 
trotting performance was the victory of 
Tod Wilson in the 14 class trot, when 
the gelding from the stable of W. H. 
Bickel, Parkersburg, W. Va., won from 
the favorite, David Thornton, 2:01%, 
fresh from a sparkling victory at the 
clesing Grand Circuit meeting in Lex- 
ington. Tod won with two heats in 
2:05% and 2:06, just losing the final to 
the favorite in 2:06%. 

In the 3-year-old pacing event those 
two good fillies, Maralie Hanover and 
Single Sis, met. Maralie, Harry Short, 
Columbus, O., owner-trainer, races for 
John E. Kelley, Bangor, Me., won with 
utmost ease. 


Mae West Now Owner 


Racing in Lancaster was marred by 2 
serious accident !n the second heat of 
the 20 class trot on the third day, when 
Bert Wallace, Shelbyville, Ind., who was 
one of four horses and drivers that be- 
came entangled in a wreck just after 
entering the home stretch, received seri- 
ous injuries and died shortly afterward, 
three other drivers escaping with cuts 
and bruises. 

Dispatches from the West Coast reveal 


that the screen actress Mae West has 
purchased of Trainer Art Blackwell, Des 
Moines, the two top trotters, Elizabeth 
Herberling, 2:06%4, and the 4-year-old 
gelding, Senator Leon, 4, 2:0914. Black- 
well took his stable to California fol- 
lowing the Portland (Ind.) meeting the 
first week in August and during his 
campaign in that section was outstand- 
ing winner in the Western Circuit. The 
screen star became deeply interested in 
the harness-horse sport at the Pomona 
(Calif.) meeting. Trainer Blackwell wili 
ecntinue to handle the trotters for Miss 
West and also plans to attend the 
coming Old Glory Sale in New York next 
mcnth to secure several futurity pros- 
pects for the star, whose colors will be 
prominent next season at leading West- 
ern meetings.

The figures do not include 21,420 paid 
admissions for automobiles during the 
fair; neither do they include children 
under 12 years of age who were admitted 
free thruout the period of the fair. The 
management estimates that between 
12,000 and 15,000 children under 12 years 
of age were admitted free on days other 
than the two children’s days. It is the 
policy of a great many fairs to include 
in their attendance figures paid admis- 
sions for their automobiles and an esti- 
mate of the children admitted free. 


Grand-stand attendance totaled more 
than 110,000. Evening attendance, to- 
taling 68,555, ran materially ahead of 
the afternoon grand-stand crowd which 
totaled 41,694 For afternoon and eve- 
ning shows, the high mark was set on 
August 24, when 14,912 witnessed the 
national circuit auto races in the after- 
neon, and when 13,127 attended the 
opening evening of the second annual 
redeo. 


Oregon Race Funds Divided 


SALEM, Ore., Oct. 27.—In distribution 
of $163.20 to each of 36 counties from 
$5,875.20 of racing commission receipts 
the funds are to be used for financing 
county fairs. Total receipts since. the 
act creating the commission are $161,- 
044.74, of which $60,391.79 was given to 
the State Fair, same amount to Pacific 
International Live-Stock Exposition and 
$40,261.16 to county fairs. 


Rumor Has Hamid and Carruthers 
Nearing a Split on Booking Pact 


NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—The rumor fac- 
tory worked overtime this week produc- 
ing insistent reports that the two fore- 
most fair booking offices in the United 
States will before long compete with 
each other by agreeing to disagree on a 
reciprocal pact which keeps one out of 
the West and the other out of the East. 

In 1927 Barnes-Carruthers, Chicago, 
kingpin bookers in Western territory 
and west of the Province of Ontario in 
Canada, and Wirth & Hamid (now 
George A. Hamid, Inc.), of New York, 
the boss of booking bureaus this side of 
the Mississippi and east of Ontario, en- 
tered into an agreement which bound 
them to refrain from becoming active 
either directly or indirectly in “each 
other’s” territory. 

It now appears that a break is in 
sight. A source said to be close enough 
to both companies to have the real in- 
side dope says that dissatisfaction with 
terms of the treaty has been expressed 


for a couple of years and will come to 
a head effective with the season of 1935 

When reached for a statement George 
Hamid refused to comment on the 
rumor, but was willing to enlighten The 
Billboard when pressed for certain facts 
in the agreement. One is that the bar- 
gain has three more years to run. What 
was the purpose of the reciprocal con- 
tract? To eliminate long jumps and 
delay in arrival of acts and units and 
to encourage an exchange of acts and 
ideas. The competitive angle is, of 
course, paramount. 

The B-C office books certain Eastern 
fairs by mutual agreement. Trenton, 
N. J., and Springfield, Mass, are among 
them. Both offices exchange acts as 
often as is necessary for East-West book- 
ings. 

There are interesting possibilities con- 
nected with unrestricted booking by the 
pair of leading agencies, which control 
most of the best acts and book about 
90 per cent of American and Canadian 
fairs between them,

CHICAGO, Oct. 27.—By the time this 
issue of The Billboard is on the news 
stands A Century of Progress will be 
sounding the last notes of its swan 
song. Signs of disintegration have 
been evident for several weeks, and the 
night of October 31—or rather the 
morning of November 1—will see the 
finale, grand or otherwise. 


Favored with beautiful weather and 
stimulated by the exploitation stunts 
planned and executed for the fair by 
Charles and Prank Duffield, the past 
two weeks has shown a steady increase 
in attendance up to and including last 
Sunday, when 196,000 persons passed 
thru the gates. Since that time weather 
has become less favorable and it looks 
as if closing week will not fare as well 
as had been hoped. Nevertheless a to- 
tal of more than 15,000,000 attendance 
already has been reached and the fair 
management is well satisfied with the 
season’s results. 


As the end nears the fair manage- 
ment is busy readying clearance papers 
for the 250 or more major concessions. 
Without such papers concessioners can- 
not remove their property from the 
grounds. Already more than half of 
them are set, with papers ready. Most 
of the others are expected to get a 
clear bill before closing day. Some 
probably will be held up, as the fair 
must protect all court orders and judg- 
ments to see that no concessioner leaves 
the fair holding the bag. There are a 
large number of court orders extant 
and some time doubtless will be re- 
quired to dispose of these. 


So far nothing definite has been de- 
cided as to the future of major build- 
ings at the fair. While it seems prob- 
able some of them will remain, it will 
be necessary for the owners to obtain 
permission of the park commissioners, 
and considerable opposition has been 
encountered from civic bodies and 
others who believe the park should be 
returned to its original condition. It 
seems definitely decided that the park 
board will ask for retention of the ad- 
ministration building and also for the 
new drive built for the fair. 


A problem now confronting the fair 
is the placing of thousands of em- 
ployees in new jobs. While the fair is 
under no obligation in this respect, it 
is doing all in its power to see that 
employees obtain jobs. Local department 
stores are absorbing many of the guides, 
cashiers, salesmen and others whose 
training received during the summer 
makes them desirable. Some 30,000 per- 
sons have been employed at the fair, 
more than 5,000 being employed directly 
by the fair and the others by conces- 
sioners. Forces have been cut down 
during the past month until some of 
the concessions now have only a 
skeleton organization. 


Another payment, totaling $879,921, 
will be made in cash by the fair to its 
bondholders on November 1, bringing 
the total payment of the bond-issue 
principal to 94 per cent and leaving ap- 
proximately $600,000 plus interest still 
unpaid out of the original bond issue of 
$9,700,000. Major Lenox R. Lohr has 
announced that no bondholder will lose 
any money. 


The Festival of Light staged this week 
was one of the most beautiful sights 
seen at the fair this year. Following 
a blackout of all lights of the fair ex- 
cept those on the shores of the lagoon, 
bombs were fired into the air releasing 
American flags, searchlights playing up- 
on them. Special bombs then were 


fired, laying a smoke screen upon which 
colored lights were played, producing a 
fantasy of color. Next a squadron of 
airplanes laid artificial clouds in the 
sky and the lights playing upon them 
produced multiple rainbows and other 
fantastic color schemes. A shower of 
brilliant fireworks from the towers of 
the Sky Ride formed a magnificent 
finale for the spectacle. 


Wings of a Century, most meritorious 
of all the fair’s shows, probably will 
be shown in some part of the country 
during the coming year. Many offers 
have been received. Miami, New Or- 
leans and Los Angeles all are seeking 
the show as a winter attraction. San 
Diego wants it for its 1985 fair, and an 
offer also has been received from New 
York City. John Ross Reed, manager 
of the show, has the bids under con- 
sideration. 


Visitors to Merrie England are given 
ballots on which to vote on whether 
they would like to see the Globe Theater 
and other features of the village re- 
tained as permanent features. 


Much of the material now in the Hall 
of Photography will be moved to the 
Rosenwald Museum of Science and In- 
dustry at close of the fair. 


Not all of the fortune-telling camps 
at the fair were closed, as was reported, 
following the fleecing of a visitor in one 
of the villages. Most of the spots were 
allowed to continue, there having been 
nothing objectionable in them.

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Oct. 27.—Presi- 
dent Wilson has called the 22d annual 
meeting of Bay State Circuit, to be held 
in offices of Eastern States Exposition 
here on November 10 at 1 p.m. Consid- 
eration will be given to reports of mem- 
ber tracks with respect to 1934 meet- 
ings, reports of officers, reports of racing 
stewards, election of new Officers, elec- 
ticn of new board of stewards, appoint- 
ment of racing stewards for 1935, ad- 
mission of tracks for the 1935 circuit, 
vote on time and place for the 22d an- 
nual New England Horsemen’s Day and 
Banquet and unfinished and new busi- 
ness. Milton Danziger is secretary. 


STURGEON BAY, Wis.—A total of 
$2,742.95 in premium checks for Door 
County Fair, or about $10 more than 
in 1933, has been mailed out to 995 
individuals by Treasurer H. J. Teske. 


Nebraska Asking 
Increased Budget 


LINCOLN, Neb., Oct. 27. — Nebraska 
State Fair board, thru Secretary Perry 
Reed, has submitted a budget for the 
next Legislature providing an increase 
of $65,264 over the reduced amounts 
asked the last time. This does not cover 
the $4,407 deficit for 1934 which the fair 
will later ask for. Total allowed for the 
last two years was $108,066 and $173,330 
is asked for the next two years. 

Premiums, which have been $4,000 for 
two years since the fair began, will be 
boosted to $20,000 if Mr. Reed’s request 
is complied with. For boys and girls’ 
werk he asks $10,000, the original 
amount which was scissored to $7,500 
by the last session. The Legislature for- 
merly appropriated $30,300 for agricul- 
tural activities, but the last appropria- 
tion was only $15,000; the board now 
asks $25,000. A $60,000 appropriation 
for maintenance, whittled last time to 
$25,000, will be asked. 


To cover deficits of 1931-’32, the board 
asks $50,230. Two years ago half the 
cutstanding deficit was appropriated in 
the amount of $46,466, but an increase 
is now asked to cover advertising and 
other costs.

A large part of the country has been 
favored with generous rains during the 
month past, which revived pastures and 
meadows, helped late potatoes and other 
crops, and replenished streams, wells and 
water supplies generally. The worst 
drought areas again have green vegeta- 
tion in sight, tho too late to meet this 
year’s crop needs. The wet weather has 
somewhat delayed winter wheat seeding, 
as well as the maturing and harvesting 
of cotton, especially in the Eastern belt. 

The lasting consequences of the 
drought, as long foreseen, are now com- 
ing to rest upon the live-stock industries. 
With corn and oats about half an average 
crop, and with hay much the smallest 
crop in 15 years, the problem is to find 
means for carrying foundation stock after 
the emergency reduction of the flocks and 
herds. This curtailment, already under 
way, will go on probably all winter. It 
means apparently that the country will 
begin the year with 8,000,000 to 10,000,000 
fewer cattle than it had a year previous. 
It means probably the smallest supply of 
hogs this winter in 20 years and very 
likely still smaller supplies a year from 
this winter. 

FARMERS’ INCOME BETTER 


Aside from the feed crops, interest in 
the late harvest centers chiefly in cotton 


in the South and in fruit, potatoes and 
vegetables in the North. The late potato 
crop is estimated as a trifle larger than 
last year but still considerably short of 
an average crop. The crop is best in the 
East and Central States and is relatively 
short in the West. Considering the very 
moderate supply, it would seem that 
potato prices could be ex to 
strengthen somewhat above their recent 
low levels. 


The apple crop is about a fifth smaller 
than last year. It is relatively better in 
the West than in the East or the drought- 
ridden Central States. This gives a little 
price leverage to Eastern apples, which 
have opened the season slightly higher 
than last year. The export market for 
apples is uncertain because of a good 
European crop, the tariffs and import re- 
strictions. 


The export of apples and likewise of 
cotton during August was only about half 
as large as in the same month last year. 
Pork and lard shipments likewise were 
smaller. Wheat exports were larger; to- 
bacco about the same. 

The estimated total cash income of 
farmers during August was about $572,- 
000,000 (including $73,000,000 rental and 
benefit payments from the Government), 


compared with about $413,000,000 a year 
ago.

NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—George Hamid, 
the booker, who is chairman of the 
entertainment committee for the Show- 
men’s League of America Banquet and 
Ball, which will climax the general out- 
door conventions to be held in the 
Royal York Hotel, Toronto, on Novem- 
ber 21-29, says he is anxious to get sug- 
gestions from fair and park men and 
other amusement channels. He is work- 
ing feverishly to get as much general 
representation as possible at the ban- 
quet and will give outside suggestions 
regarding the entertainment end every 
consideration. 


Mr. Hamid has dubbed the conclave 
“the Recovery Meeting,” which bids fair 
to become a winning slogan. Elwood 
Hughes, general manager Canadian Na- 
tional Exhibition, and Charles Ross, its 
attraction manager and pageant direc- 
tor, are working in harmony with Mr. 
Hamid in mapping out an ambitious 
entertainment bill, as are Ernie Young, 
SLA president, and Sam J. Levy, past 
president. In addition, Jack Arthur, 
manager Imperial Theater in Toronto, 
has promised every co-operation. 


Texas Sectionalism 
To Fore on Centen 


AUSTIN, Tex., Oct. 27.—With the Legis- 
lature assembled in special session pre- 
pared to act, several recalcitrant members 
and a growing wave of sectionalism are 
preventing early passage of a bill to ap- 
propriate upwards of $10,000,000 as the 
State's share toward the Texas Centennial 
of 1936. 

Altho difficulties are being encountered 
on every hand, the Centennial Commis- 
sion asserts that “this thing has gone 
too far to stop now; there is no question 
that Texas will have a great, magnificent 
exposition. Texanic in proportion, con- 
tinental in style and international in 
scope in 1936.” 


Delegations from cities and counties 
which believe themselves _entitled to 
funds for staging pageants, reconstruct- 
ing historical landmarks and otherwise 
depicting the historical background of 
their communities are appearing daily 
before the Legislature. When these mat- 
ters are disposed of passage of the ap- 
propriation bill should be in order.

There has been a great deal of talk in 
the East lately about roller hockey and 
when the firss game was played. Our 


roller polo guide shows that the sport 
criginated in the days when roller skat- 
ing was a craze. Roller polo was adapted 
from the game of ice hockey or “shin- 
ny” and in 1882 it was first played as 
an amateur sport. In 1883 the first pro- 
fessional leagues were organized. In New 
England Fall River, Newport, Chelsea. 
Waltham and Gloucester made up a cir- 
cuit and first championship was won 
by Chelsea. In the Middle West that 
season Galesburg, Ill.; Janesville and Ra- 
cine, Wis.; Cincinnati and Dayton, O., 
and Richmond and Muncie, Ind., were in 
the first league. 


In 1884 there were four leagues, the 
Massachusetts, New England, Southern 
New England and Midwest Leagues, An- 
derson, Ind., being added to the latter. 
It was in 1884 that goal posts were abol- 
ished. The goal cage now in use was 
invented and introduced by Franklin P. 
Baker, Chelsea. Mass. 


ONE PLAYER OUT 


The goal posts which were eliminated 
were about 4 feet high and were easy to 
push over. When the game was adapted 
from “shinny” there were six players on 
a team, five positions of the present 
game being the same, but there was 4 
“cover point” whose duty it was to play 
in front of the opposing goalie, receive 
long passes and flick in goals. It was to 
increase open play that this position was 
eliminated. 

The sport faded out in the Midwest 
until 1887. New England claimed a 
monopoly of players, teams and leagues. 
The Connecticut League, which as a 
small circuit in 1885, grew until it be- 
came most important of all circuits, and 
its playing strength was outstanding un- 
til 1890-’91 when the Connecticut 
League gave up the ghost and the sport 
returned to Massachusetts. Forgthe next 
10 years many leagues were organized 
and operated thruout New England. The 
game was played in Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Rhode Island, Vermont and Massa- 
chusetts. 


REVIVED IN MAINE 


But early in the present century pro- 
moters moved westward and in 1903 
enough rinks were available in the Mid- 
dle West to lure players to that section. 
The Central League, Western League and 
Interstate League operated in Illinois. 
Indiana and Ohio, but before 1907 the 
Connecticut League was reorganized and 
back came the players from the Middle 
West. The Middle West fought to the 
finish to keep this sport and it was not 
until 1910 that the last league played 
in that section. 

Meanwhile the game switched to New 
York State, and in the cities along the 
Hudson River franchises were played. 
New England and New York staged a 
guerilla polo warfare for years. Along 
came the World War and the game sus- 
pended. But it came back in 1920 with 
a league in New England. The game 
flourished again until 1924 and then it 
gave up the ghost, only to be revived in 
Maine in 1927. Since that season the 
sport has been popular in Eastern New 
York, Middle West and New England. 
But now the game is known as roller 
hockey and is played the same as ice 
hockey.

Space does not permit setting 
forth the by-laws in full, so we present 
a digest of their contents: Membership 
is generally restricted to those engaged 
or interested in the carnival or collective 
amusement enterprises. There is no 
initiation fee and all members have 
equal representation regardless of size 
or financial worth. Meetings of the di- 
rectors are held whenever necessary. 
Annual meeting of members is held in 
Nov. or Dec. (usually in connection with 
the Showmen’s League of America an- 
nual party. The by-laws also contain 
the usual provisions for order of busi- 
ness, quorum, ballot, special meetings, 
etc. Control of the association corpora- 
tion is vested in elected directors, who 
in turn elect the officers, consisting oi 
president, first and second vice-presi- 
dents, secretary-treasurer and general 
counsel. Provision is also made for 
assistant and other officers. The cor- 
peration is authorized to adopt a seal 
and enact rules regarding trade prac- 
tices and other matters. 

Naturally it is well-nigh impossible 
to present all the minute details of the 
froposed by-laws herein. In the event 
further details are desired we will be 
glad to cblige upon request.

almost every block, and jam pitching 
going on, and the man buried alive, and 
some hollering rubber balls, rubber tube 
patching, can openers and glass cutters, 
and some showing Mexican jumping 
beans. and some selling hot dogs, ice 
cream and Eskimo pies, and the street 
is packed full of people just like a fair 
midway. You can get a large tip in a 
few minutes’ time, but the people can 
hardly hear you from the racket made 
by other spielers. They are all holler- 
ing at the same time, but we can al- 
ways make few sales and get by. To 
make big money is out of the question, 
because there are so many workers and 
not any of them making any real big 
passouts. I sized up the town and it is 
not suitable for a medicine show to 
make anything. There are two big med 
shows now on the spot, one owned by 
Chief Red Wolf. He has a real good 
show, with about 15 people and a real 
hot band, and a regular all-colored min- 
strel show. Chief does the lecturing 
with loudspeaker from the platform and 
is doing fairly good business. The other 
show is owned by Doc Calloway. He and 
his band of entertainers are also doing 
little business. Think I'll take up pitch- 
ing, as my regular line is herbs and oils, 
and I am a full-blooded American In- 


dian.

More About Promoters 


HIS pillar promised to ask Ralph 

Whitehead, executive secretary of the 

American Federation of Actors, for 
his views on how to protect the actor 
against gyp promoters. Rounded up in his 
AFA den at 156 West 44th street, Mr. 
Whitehead is brief but forceful. 


First of all, he denounces that kind of 
paid advertising where the entrepreneur 
chooses not to include his own name. 
He urges performers to investigate pro- 
mo before signing contracts with 
them and offers the help of his organiza- 
tion in that connection. Responsible per- 
sons, says Whitehead, should be willing 
to post a bond as a guarantee of good 
faith. That, to him, is the only way of 
protecting performer talent, “especially 
in view of the fact that most of these 
organizers of sponsored events are well 
——- for their fleeting and fleeing prac- 

ces. 


! wish | had a better line on that gentle- 
man who promotes dates in the South. My 
information being somewhat vague, |! hesitate 
to mention his name out of fairness to him 
and the publication which employs me. It 
has come to my attention, however, that this 
man entices talent by promising four to six 
weeks of work, but in the end the good old 
actor is lucky to receive two dates. 


AST week’s expose of promotorial 
methods has brought letters from 
two men in the game. The first is 

from F. Eugene Sykes, of Scranton, Pa., 
who writes: 

“I have always paid a fair salary to my 
performers and in full, even when my 
receipts for five days amounted to $200 
and salaries alone amounted to $600, bad 
weather being the cause of poor at- 
tendance.” 

I am sure Mr. Sykes does not expect to 
be carried triumphantly on the shoulders 
of his acts just because he pays off. It 
is not to any person’s credit to pay his 
obligations. It is to his discredit if he 
does not. 

Mr. Sykes continues: “I have gone 
thru disappointments by acts not ap- 
pearing after signing contracts, program 
men walking out with my money, losing 
contracts on account of boozers, com- 
mittees helping themselves to the money, 
disorganizers of the advance and acts; 
but that never made me walk out or leave 
bills unpaid. Still, acts will work for 
those promoters who repeatedly leave 
them stranded and go back for more. 
This encourages those fellows to go after 
more dates and ruin wonderful spots and 
auspices for reliable men that follow 
them in. 


“I suggest when advertisements appear for 
artists that they communicate with auspices 
and inquire who the promoterfis; also, get in- 
formation from offices organizing shows for 
these various promoters. Then the artists may 
decide for themselves whether or not they 
care to risk playing for them. The sooner 
legislation is put thru to overcome these cir- 
cumstances, the better it will be for performers 
and legitimate promoters. Suggest that some- 


thing be done about protecting the legitimate 
Promoters from the evils they endure at times.” 


HE other letter is from Larry Burns, 
who writes from Berlin, N. H., Robin- 
son-Harris Circus. Says Mr. Burns: 

“Just completed reading your story about 
promoters and wish to say the follow- 
ing, as I am booking spots myself for an 
indoor ‘ circus: First you must get 
auspices that will be active in helping to 
put the show over. The auspices must 
have strength. The show must be put 
on in a large, popular building—not a 
clubroom. 


“Glens Falls is a good spot and the 
K. of C. is strong enough, but the show 
was held in the K. of C. Auditorium or 
gymnasium and the place is entirely too 
small to work up any real interest. There 
were no tieups or new methods employed 
by the promoters. The promoters were 
advised in advance not to depend on any 
ticket sale by members. I tried to get in 
Glens Falls only last week, but after 
looking it over decided it is too badly 
burned up. We use modern methods here 
and jin other spots. Have six ticket tie- 
ups with chain stores alone and money 
to pay the acts on deposit with the 
secretary of local committee. 

“Will write again on another promoter. 
In Glens Falls the Western Union re- 
ceived a very bad beating, besides the 
acts, merchants, K. of C. and the rest of 
the people in the biz.” 


Here’s one from Chimingo Singhalee, fire 
eater, who writes from New Haven, Conn.: “! 
agree with you that all managers, especially 
the side-show type, should be required to post 
a bond.” Singhalee says he canceled his tour 
with Ray Marsh Brydon following salary dif- 
ficulties and joined Dave Rosen’s traveling 
museum. 


OTING a recent reference here to him 
and his poem, Circus in the Rain, 
Joe Siegrist hastens to reveal him-

“The candy butchers with the Hag- 
enbeck-Wallace Circus were rustling 
among the grand-stand seats at the 
matinee performance in Norfolk the 
other day. A lad offering 10-cent pack- 
ages of candy from a large basket was 
perspiring from his activities and his 
voice was hoarse from shouting his 
wares. He was showing fatigue. One 
little girl pressed a quarter of a dollar 
into his hand, snatched a box of the 
candy and ran back to her seat, 


“*Come back here, young one!’ called 
the candy butcher. ‘This candy sells for 
10 cents, not a quarter.’ He paused to 
give the little girl her 15 cents change. 

“The incident, which I personally 
witnessed, made a profound impression 
upon me. Time was, not so many years 
ago, when circus attaches made a prac- 
tice of short-changing children and 
grownups as well. Certainly, if you had 
given one too much money by mistake 
he would not have called you back. 


“But times have changed; the moral 
tone of all business—even that of the 
big circus—has been altogether reformed 
in recent years. Even as the railroads 
of yesterday were compelled to abandon 
their ‘Public Be Damned’ policy and 
small-town merchants forced to abandon 
their two-price system, the modern cir- 
cus—nomadic as it is, here today and 
gone tomorrow—courts the good will 
and esteem of its transient public and 
chooses its personnel for sobriety, integ- 
rity and character. It would be inter- 
esting to go behind the scenes in a big 
circus today and see what infinite pains 
its owners and executives employ in 
weeding out unsocial, irresponsible and 
disagreeable employees and in keeping 
their circus lots free of cheats, pick- 
pockets and undesirable gentry gener-

NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—Many of the leading distributors and jobbers in this 
city are announcing connections with foreign representatives for the sale of used 
equipment overseas. One order for 800 machines was sold to one of the leading 
European firms by a distributor here who has been purchasing them as fast as he 
can get them on the open market. This has stimulated many other New York firms 
here to seek the same type of foreign connections. The usual method is to arrange 
a working agreement with some leading coinman on the other side, who buys the 
machines in stock in New York and

cables for immediate shipment. To 
further facilitate matters machines are 
being shipped with their American coin 
slots, and these are being changed as re- 
quired over there. The Europeans there- 
fore save some money on the extra work 
required and the cost of the foreign coin 
chutes. 


The cabinets are being resprayed ih 
most cases on this side. Also, it is un- 
derstood that sometimes certain changes 
are made in the games here to meet with 
foreign conditions. Having discovered 
whatever faults may have been in the 
game on this side, the distributors here 
are in a position to forewarn and forearm 
their connections on the other side and 
this is acting as a stimulus for greater 
shipments to the foreign distributors.

Of Less Variety in Work 


DETROIT, Oct. 27.—L. Liebers, Detroit 
cperator, is now specializing in amuse- 
ment machines only, chiefly pin games 
and similar types of machines. He 
formerly operated a number of vending 
machines—nut, gum and others—but 
has dropped these entirely. 


“The less _— of machines an 
operator has the more profit he can 
make,” Liebers said in explaining a 
position which many operators have 
ignored in planning their routes. 


“T have tried being a jack-of-all-trades 
in having many types of amusement 
machines and venders and it was a 
practical failure. Sticking to a few 
lines pays much better. I have junked 
40 machines within the last 90 days, 
*giving a few away to charitable insti- 
tutions for the play of their inmates. 

“Specialization pays the operator. 
Overhead is less and there is a chance 
for better service of the profitable lines 
you can handle—and you are not carry- 
ing a lot of dead lines of machines and 
wondering just where you can put the 
blame for your losses.”

Sound Money 


October 23 may become a day of national mourning. We 
have holidays for gay celebrations, so why not a national day 
of mourning lest we forget some of the hard lessons of the past? 

it was on October 23, 1929, that our greatest gambling in- 
stitution, the stock market, took its dive downward and left 
millionaires crying in the ash heap overnight. Five years after 
editors, politicians and orators generally have recalled the his- 
toric event to the minds of the people with many and varied 
interpretations of why it all happened. Practically all opinions 
on the subject are tinged with political feeling or ambition. 


We were all affected by the stock market crash and per- 
haps it is a good idea to recall the event each year for several 
years to come. It had immediate and far-reaching effects on 
the coin machine industry. The merchandising machine di- 
vision felt the crash almost immediately. Due to widespread 
publicity given to “automatic selling,” the merchandising ma- 
chine division had become subject to stock promotional plans 
and had even entered the stock exchange marts. The crash of 
the general market took the most advancd merchandising ma- 
chine firms with it, and also took the pep and publicity from the 
merchandising machine business. 


The real worth of selling by machine has amply shown 
itself during the depression years, and it would be possible to 
assume that the crash of heavy promotional schemes was better 
for merchandising machines after all. 


Pinball had been born and the first crude games were be- 
ing nursed along about the time of the great debacle. As the 
seriousness of the depression began to dawn on the nation, the 
pinball division soon began to be called a “depression-proof” 
business. It is usually an ill wind that blows good to none, so 
the depression really helped to spread pin games rapidly over 
the nation. Men with a little money saved, and out of work, 
rushed to enter the operating business and thus made a rapidly 
expanding market. Small merchants who were hard hit grabbed 
at the chance to accept games into their stores without making 
an investment. And so the amusement game business became 
an important national industry at a time when most other in- 
dustries were trying to survive. 


During these five years the legitimate amusement machine 
business has become establishd and now will profit most by a 
general recovery of all lines of business. The games now call 
for players with plenty of spending change in their pockets and 
the coin machine trade along with other industries wants busi- 
ness recovery. 


It is hard to discuss the lessons of the stock market crash 
of 1929 without getting into politics. The boom period that 
led to the crash was, of course, the greatest inflation movement 
this country has ever seen. Printing presses had been busy for 
years turning out beautifully printed stock certificates and bonds 
that later proved worthless. It has been variously estimated 
that the crash took $50,000,000,000 to $70,000,000,000 of this 
inflated wealth out of the country in almost one stroke. 


We are now confronted with the problem of recovering 
from the shock of that loss and getting enough sound money 
into circulation on which to do business. Sound money has 
always been an issue of political nonsense rather than a matter 
of common sense. Based on comparative monetary standards, 
the American dollar today has about 123 per cent gold backing, 
which means the soundest dollar ever known in our history. 
The dollar at present also purchases nearly one-fifth more than 
in the boom period. What we need is a little more confidence, 
then some method of getting these sound dollars into more 
rapid circulation. 


The faster the dollars circulate, the sooner they break up 
into small change and more of it finds its way into our coin 
machines.

Small Coins Specialty 
For Cheating Machines 


OMAHA, Neb., Oct. 27.—An alleged 
counterfeiter of small coins who is said 
to have worked with unusual success in 
Northeastern Nebraska during the last 
two months confessed to secret service 
agents at Columbus, Neb., recently and 
was brought to Omaha, according to The 
Omaha World-Herald: 


“The man is Paul Dvorak, Albion 
restaurant worker, who admitted he has 
been making coins of all sizes from 
nickels to dollars and has been passing 
them off thru slot machines and thru 
peddlers who were willing to ‘push the 
aueer.’ 

“Working chiefly in Northeastern 
Nebraska and Southeastern South Da- 
kota, Dvorak is said to have passed his 
spurious smoney thru slot machines in 
many smail towns. 


“The arrest was made by Secret Serv- 
ice Agents Dick Cooley and Carl Pat- 
tavina, working under Harry Cooper, 
chief agent for the district. Pattavina 
joined the secret service only 10 days 
ago. This was his first case. 


“The officer said Dvorak had 25 molds 
and a quantity of the spurious coins 
in his possession when he was arrested. 
He apparently had no fixed plant and 
was making the money as he needed it, 
the agents said. 


“Peddlers to whom he “sold” the bad 
coins took them for 25 cents on the 
dollar, the agents said Dvoral: told them. 
The operatives said Dvorak admitted he 
made more than $300 in this manner, 
which would indicate at least $1,200 if 
the coins had been disposed of. 


“Dvorak was unable to estimate the 
amount he had disposed of thru slot 
machines due to the uncertainty of the 
winnings, but it is thought to be a 
larger amount than thru the peddlers. 

“He was particularly successful, he 
told the agents, in the manufacture of 
5 and 10-cent pieces, suid to be good 
counterfeits. 

“Dvorak said, according to the agents, 
that he had started experimenting last 
July, and by August he had perfected 
his method and made the molds. He 
had been traveling thru Northeastern 
Nebraska for several weeks getting rid 
of his supply, he was quoted as saying.”

has since had a cabled repeat for an order 
almost as large as the first one. Some 
recommendations were also made for 
changes of the games to meet with con- 
ditions in Brazil, and the belief is that 
these games are tending to help develop 
one of the greatest markets of all time. 
The belief is that the sporting blood of 
South Americans is much greater than 
that of Europeans, and if this territory 
is well developed, distributors here claim 
that it will prove much more profitable 
than even the European countries are at 
this time. They also explain that from 
letters received they find that the English 
are beating us to our own game by al- 
ready selling this market and selling 
them American games. 

Slot machines, sales boards and small 
merchandisers had a great sale in these 
Latin countries for some time prior to 
the advent of the pin games. Pin games 
have been sent at different times, but 
there has not yet been any concerted 
effort made on the part of any manufac- 
turer or any distributor to develop this 
market by awakening interest in pin 
games. It is a known fact that New 
York agents for large sales firms in South 
American countries are seeking new 
equipment for their clients, and the be- 
lief is that, once the pin game is de- 
veloped by some of these South American 
agencies, one of the world’s largest buy- 
ing markets will have been established. 

South American connections are usually 
made thru resident agents in New York 
and other large cities with many com- 
panies specializing in this type of work. 
Payment for shipment is usually made 
thru one of the New York banks when 
the merchandise is placed aboard the 
steamer, after inspection by the agents 
here prior to packing. This immediate 
receipt of the money for the shipment, 
insured by the agents here and handled 
by them once aboard, is another point in 
favor of selling the South Americans. 
Being closer to this country, and also the 
fact that many boats are leaving New 
York ports daily for South America, 
means faster delivery as well as quicker 
sales connections.

Committee Fears Big Tax 


JACKSONVILLE. Fla., Oct. 27—Sug- 
gestion to the city council that a $1,500 
tax on operators of slot machines would 
put the business into the hands of a few 
so-called “big operators” led to a re- 
consideration of a proposed ordinance 
recently. An ordinance introduced Sep- 
tember 25 had proposed a license tax of 
$1500 on the operators, which would 
permit up to 50 machines, and a tax of 
$25 on each machine above that num- 
ber. Later the council’s laws and rules 
committee disapproved of the ordinance. 

The committee said that to impose the 
heavy tax might mean turning the busi- 
ness over to the “big operators.” The 
city now collects $25 a year from the 
establishment in which a slot machine 
is located.

$10,000 order for machines from Spain. 
This is the largest order of its kind re- 
perted from that country. The distribu- 
tor explained that the order came to 
him on the stationery of one of the 
largest department stores in Spain, and 
the manner in which the machines were 
listed and the coin inclosed convince 
him that the Spanish purchaser knows 
the “ins and outs” of the business. 


He also explained that the machines 
were grouped together and that they 
are of various makes. Most of them are 
used machines. The distributor feels 
that the purchaser will probably estab- 
lish routes of these machines thruout 
Spain and will therefore popularize the 
games in that country. He also hopes 
that Spain will prove to be one of the 
best customers for American games. 


Air Travel Record Made 
Introducing Majik Keys 


LOS ANGELES, Oct. 27.—R. S. Diller, 
of the Allied Amusement Company, na- 
tional distributors of the Majik Keys 
Kicker game, has established a record in 
getting to the various distributing firms 
over the country that are handling this 
new game.

Big Cigaret Production 
Piles Up Tax Payments 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—Production 
of small cigarets in the United States 
during September was the highest for 
the month since 1929, and with that 
exception the highest for September on 
record, according to the bureau of in- 
ternal revenue. 

Output last month was 10,294,498,803 
cigarets, based on sales of tax stamps, 
compared with 11,809,522,453 in August, 
9,527,722,933 in September last year and 
10,350,543,893 in September, 1929. 

At the same time the bureau re- 
vealed that receipts from cigarets 
reached an all-time high of $100,378,994 
for the three months ending September 
30. Small cigarets yielded the great 
bulk of the tobacco revenue, accounting 
for $9,648,776 more than in the same 
period in 1933. 

For the first nine months of this year 
output totaled 95,955,286,986 cigarets, 
the highest for this period in history, 
compared with 87,952,371,030 in the 
first nine months of 1933. 

On the basis of output for the first 
nine months of this year total produc- 
tion of cigarets for the full year 1934 is 
estimated at slightly more than 125,000,- 
000,000, which would be the highest 
yearly total on record. 
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Editor Views Spread of 
Coin-Operated Service 


WICHITA, Kan., Oct. 27.—The Wichita 
Eagle, local newspaper, recently ex- 
pressed editorial views on the spread of 
modern coin-operated service machines. 
The spread of these devices in large 
Eastern cities, the daily says, was inter- 
esting to the country as a whcle. 

Unlike the large Eastern cities, 
Wichita has had little experience with 
the coin-in-the-slot devices by which 
certain services are obtained in the 
homes. Pay-station telephones, oftener 
found in public buildings than in 
homes, comprise about the only excep- 
tion. Many residents in other cities 
get their heat and light by putting 
coins in the slot. But the idea seems 
to be gaining. 

Coin-in-the-slot manufacturers are 
now .out with a home air conditioner 
by which a resident may deposit a dime 
or perhaps a quarter and get either a 
warm or a cool house as he desires. 
Other devices operated by coins are 
washing and ironing machines, refriger- 
ators and ranges. They are becoming 
popular in tourist camps. For tennis 
players a coin in a box will start the 
floodlights at night. The pay-as-you- 
use plan is also being applied to lathes, 
drill presses, steam plants, printing 
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Large 


presses and other heavy machinery. 
But for the average Wichita house- 
wife this method stacks up as being 
too futile. The Wichitan paying as he 
goes likes to visualize ultimate owner- 
ship of the property used. But the per- 
son depositing a coin in a slot gets no 


nearer ownership in 10 years than he is 
the first day. 


Confectionery Exports 
Are Big Part of Trade 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27—Exports of 
confectionery from the United States 
still far exceed imports, the monthly 
report for August by the U. S. Bureau 
of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, re- 
cently released, reveals. Shipments 
abroad of chocolate and confectionery 
during August this year totaled 465,840 
pounds, valued at $72,086, bringing the 
aggregate for the first eight months of 
1834 to 3,387,649 pounds, worth $534,182. 

Imports of confectionery registered 
115,565 pounds, worth $15,611, for Au- 
gust. and a total of 1,111,406 pounds, 
valued at $158,732, for the first eight 
months of the year. 

The value of chewing gum exported 
exceeded that of all the confectionery, 
with a total of 1,454,651 pounds, worth 
$537,215, for the first eight months. 
August figures were 201,576 pounds, 
with a value of $74,166. 

August exports of other products 
allied to the confectionery field pre- 
sented in the report were: 

Peanuts and other nuts, 1,551,724 
pounds, worth $182,979; edible coconut 
oil, 121,247 pounds, worth $7,879; 
flavoring extracts, 1,744 pounds, worth 
$15,359, and glucose, 2,554,020 pounds, 
valued at $74,799. 


American Chicle Profits 


NEW YORK, Oct. 27. — American 
Chicle Company, chewing-gum manu- 
facturer of Long Island City, recently 
Teported a net profit for the quarter 
ending Sentember 30 of $557,421 after 
depreciation and income taxes were 
deducted. This was equivalent to $1.26 
— on 441,929 shares of common 


In the corresponcing quarter of 1933 
the company earned a net profit of 
$485,934, or $1.06 a share on 457,029 
shares. 

For the first nine months of 1934 the 
report showed a net profit of $1,528,789, 
or $3.44 a share on 445,000 shares, com- 
pared with $1,309,319, or $2.79 a share 
on 470,000 shares, last year.

ness the query whether it is not better 
for the country and for us to modify 
the manner of the presentation of our 
views. . . If the government and the 
banks continue in the role of antago- 
nists it will involve the gravest conse- 
quences to our country, perhaps even 
the destruction of many institutions and 
principles we have long held dear. 


“The poor, whom we have always 
with us, will not be much worse off. 
The rich will survive in comfort at least, 
as they always have, but the great 
stratum of our people between these 
two groups will be irretrievably ruined. 

“Tf, on the other hand, we abandon 
our antagonism for friendly, under- 
standing, sympathetic co-operation, I 
believe we can make a great con- 
tribution toward the perpetuation of 
our cherished institutions, the encour- 
agement of our fellow citizens, and the 
gradual and sound rebuilding of the 
shattered economic and financial struc- 
ture of our country.” 


Said Pranklin D. Roosevelt, President 
of the United States: 

“I have been seeing many of your 
number almost daily during the past 
year and a half, and let me make it 
quite clear that in these meetings I 
have not done all the talking. 

“T have been a good listener and I 
have asked many questions. I have 
found there is the striking lack of 
unanimity of opinion among bankers 
that characterizes many other groups in 
the country. It has been my purpose 
to seek out underlying agreement in the 
opinions that bankers have expressed. 

“A true function of the head of the 
government of the United States is to 
find among many discordant elements 
that unity of purpose that is best for 
the nation as a whole. This is necessary 
because government is not merely one 
of many co-ordinate groups in the com- 
munity or the nation, but government 
is essentially the outward expression of 
the unity and the leadership of all 
groups.” 
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Vayor Puts Veto 


On Lottery Bill 


NEW YORK, Oct. 27. — Mayor F. H. 
LaGuardia vetoed the resolution this 
week that would have created a lottery 
to provide relief funds for the city. Due 
to the fact that government-sanctioned 
lotteries would be expected to have far- 
reaching reactions on coin-operated 
games of chance, the progress of the 
lottery resolution passed by the New York 
council has been watched with interest 
by a division of the coin-machine trade. 


The mayor said that he took the action 
on legal grounds. He has been consult- 
ing lawyers about it recently and is con- 
vinced that it never would be upheld in 
the courts. 

The resolution would have established 
a supplemental relief corporation, which 
then could have conducted a lottery, the 
profits all going to the city! for relief 
purposes. 

The mayor’s 1935 budget — totaling 
$550,959,601.30, but $100,000 less than 
last year’s figures — was subjected to 
heavy fire before a board of estimate 
hearing as civic associations, marshaling 
4 bewildering array of facts and figures, 
brought their big guns to bear upon it. 


Another Distributor 


To the Editor: 

‘I have read the letter ‘From the 
Sunny South’ under the heading ‘Voice 
of the Distributor’ and want to compli- 
ment the writer on expressing what I 
believe to be the views of every reputa- 
ble distributor of coin machines. 

“I want to offer my heartiest approval 
ind also to register what seems to me 
the createst kick that the distributor 
has against the manufacturer selling 
these so-called jobbers whose chief busi- 
hess is operating and who make no ef- 
fort to sell machines. They merely get 
gether with two or three of their op- 
*tator friends and pass on the machines 
bo the ‘m at their actual cost, just to 
tnable them to give a larger order to 
the manufacturer. This spoils three or 


four good operator-custoiiers for the 
distributor. Then these people find an- 
other little operator here and there and 
sell him machines for about $2 or $3 
above what they paid for them. In 
other words, every time a manufacturer 
sells to this type of jobber it auto- 
matically eliminates about 15 customers 
for the distributor. 

“There is one other angle to this: The 
operatcr-jobber who cares nothing 
about selling machines and whose main 
object is to buy machines at the lowest 
possible price knocks the machines to 
other operators for fear that there may 
be too many of that number in his 
town, making less locations for him 
to move his machines around in. This 
is happening every day, and the manu- 
facturer is really losing distribution. 

“Price shouldn't talk in this business. 
It might be all right for a grocery store, 
but when an operator wants a game, 
whether it costs $5 more or less should 
make no difference. And it wouldn't 
if this type of jobber were weeded out 
by the manufacturer.”"—Another Dis- 
tributor. 


To the Editor: 

“It is with great interest and thought 
that we have read your editorial on ‘Ma- 
chine Pressure,’ and we are inclined to 
agree fully with your line of thought. 

“To our way of thinking, the form 
of distribution by the manufacturer is 
entirely wrong today. It may have been 
all right a year ago, but as an industry 
advances there are changes and condi- 
tions that develop and plans to further 
it should be made as the conditions 
arise. 

“If the proper setup for distribution 
is made, then it is possible for the dis- 
tributor or jobber to reach a plan of 

distribution to the operator to open up 
more and better locations in order that 
the operator will continue to be pro- 
gressive. 

“While the manufacturers, as well as 
the distributors. have made considerable 
progress, this is not at all true with the 
majority of the operators because they 
are compelled to spend all of their ‘n- 
come from operation for new games. 
I look forward with pleasure to reading 
in one of your next issues some expres- 
sion from the leading manufacturers for 
the proper solution of this problem.”— 
Southern Distributor.

There were telegrams 
and flowers coming in at all times of 
the day. Located on the “world’s busi- 
est street,” Babe maintained her ex- 
ceilent record as a hostess in entertain- 
ing visitors. 

She explained that this is her first 
business venture alone and that the 
presence of her many friends was a 
great encouragement. She promised 
that some surprises in the way of service 
to operators were being planned and 
would soor be made known. Her place 
of business has been furnished with 
modernistic innovations and will display 
to the best advantage all the latest 
machines of the industry.

carry out the other’s rulings. A suspended 
member of Equity would not be allowed 
to work out the suspension time in pic- 
tures, as has so often been the case, and 
a suspended Guild member would not be 
allowed to invade the legit field. 

Altho autonomous, however, the Guild 
would officially form a part of Equity 
and its per capita tax to the APL would 
be paid thru Equity. 

It is, according to Gillmore, a simple 
arrangement, the details of which cannot 
be discussed until after the council’s 
vote. Equity is not granting a charter, 
but an affiliation for its film jurisdic- 
tion, with the matter of varying in- 
dustrial problems and plain physical 
mileage making separate administrations 
necessary. The Guild would retain its 
present by-laws. 

Reaction among screen players to the 
producers’ refusal to consider their de- 
mands has been strong, and Eddie Cantor, 
president of the Guild and councilman 
of Equity, said this week: “I do not be- 
lieve that the producers in Hollywood 


are meeting the Screen Actors’ Guild half 
way. They are interested in doing away 
with the Guild. The only other agency 


in Hollywood is the Academy of Motion - 


Pictures, Arts and Sciences, but that is 
producer-controlled and amounts to a 
company union. 

“Many producers are stubborn, pig- 
headed and feel like czars. They aren't, 
tho. They live in Hollywood all the time 
and they don’t know that there are other 
parts of the country. If we join the AFL 
the producers will have brought it upon 
themselves. The actors don’t want the 
studios to stop making pictures. After 
all, that is what they are interested in 
and it is by pictures that they make their 
living.” 

According to Coast reports, producers 
are standing pat, but are troubled. They 
are trying to discredit the Guild’s latest 
move by claiming it is incendiary and 
merely preparation for an unwarranted 
strike. The actors, on the other hand, 
point to the fact that the producers have 
turned down all their attempts at arbi- 
tration or fair hearing, holding to their 
present power to maintain conditions 
precisely as they are. 

Among the proposals made by the 
Guild to better working conditions for 
screen actors are: an eight-hour day, with 
travel time considered part of that day 
for day players, but not for contract peo- 
ple; a new standard contract with a 
clause providing for arbitration; at least 
15 hours rest period between calls; over- 
time pay; no Sunday or holiday work un- 
less compensated for by another day off; 
abolition of the call bureau, and no lend- 
ing of an actor without his consent.

Plot hinges on illicit daugh- 
ter of the male partner, who is palmed 
off as his secretary, but is unmasked 
by friend wife. 

The Nouvelle Comedie also offers a 
tale of the troubles of wedded life, L’Ete 
(Summer), by Jacques Natanson, which 
is a welcome relief in that the husband 
and wife apparently remain true to one 
another in spite of temptations. Author 
deserves a medal or some sort of recom- 
pense for presenting an interesting and 
amusing play without resorting to 
adultery or smut. 

Les Discours des Prir (Commencement 
Day Exercises), by Jean Sarment, at the 
Saint Georges, is a satirical comedy biilt 
around the rather drab existence of a 
small-town professor and his ex-actress 
wife, who is never able to dispel her 
catty neighbors’ suspicions of her virtue 
altho when the test comes it’s she that 
saves her supposedly sedate husband 
from slipping off his pedestal. Climax 
of play is commencement day speech of 
the professor who, as result of being 
vamped by mistress of his superior, fm- 
provises a torrid oration on hypocrisy in 
place of scheduled blah. 

Une Femme Libre (A Free Woman), 
by Armand Salacrou, at the Oeuvre, is a 
wild treatise on “living one’s own life,” 
which makes one wonder how a gal 
who’s the intermittent mistress of a 
score of men can in any sense be con- 
sidered a “free woman.” 

In musical shows, the Revue des Vari- 
etes, at the Varietes, scores heavily thru 
the witty dialog of Rip, who plays a 
leading role in this medley of satirical 
raps at current events and foibles. Less 
witty but more musical is Toi, C’est Moi 
(You Are I), a hodgepodge of masquer- 
ading and mistaken identity, at the 
Bouffes-Parisiens, which is saved by 
tuneful score of Mose Simons, of Pea- 
nut Vendor fame. Book by Henri Duv- 
ernois is witty, but plot too complicated.

Test Premiums 


In Sportlands 


NEW YORK, Oct. 27. rators here 
believe they have found a clue to the 
type of premiums that appeal most to 
the public. Sportlands in this city have 
become the general premium testing 
grounds and are closely watched by op- 
erators thruout the territory. It is be- 
lieved that those premium items which 
go well in sportlands will also appeal to 
patrons in the average store location. 


An interesting development has been 
the test made by the Adler shoe firm 
here in some of the sportlands. The 
shoe firm has had signs made for a 
number of sportlands which feature 
thelr shoes as premiums and also dis- 
play the name of the sportland. For a 
certain number of coupon points the 
players of the games may now go to 
any Adler shoe store, scattered thruout 
the city, and exchange the coupons for 
a pair of shoes. 

Another unique premium feature is 
Adams’ hats. At almost every sportland 
in the city, so well have these hat stores 
canvassed the field, a player can con- 
tinue to win enough points to enable 
him to exchange them for a certificate 
which can be turned in for 2 hat in any 
Adams’ hat store in the city. Because 
of the wide advertising of this line of 
hats in the city the trade hookup has 
proved to be very attractive for the 
sportlands. 


Not only hats and shoes but suits, 
sweaters, jackets and other wearing ap- 
parel are featured as premiums in the 
sportiands. Some digger men have also 
adopted the idea for their machines by 
inclosing coupons in metal “bullets” 
which, when removed, entitle the player 
to some item of expensive wearing ap- 
parel. Certain wits here have predicted 
that if this trend continues, the oper- 
ators themselves, who are usually sup-

It is reported that thousands of car- 
tons of cigarets are used as premiums in 
the sportlands, and that cigarets will 
always remain as a popular premium 
item. Fishing tackle, eens and 
other sporting equipment was generally 
featured thru the summer, while equip- 
ment for winter sports is being featured 
at this time. All sportlands report that 
there is a definite trend toward practical 
merchandise items of value. Baskets of 
canned goods have even been featured, 
and it is reported that orders for plum 
puddings are being placed by operators 
with a view to the holiday season.

Texas Appeal 
Motion Filed 


DALLAS, Oct. 27.—Motion for rehear- 
ing in the case of the State of Texas 
vs. Joe Day, in which the Court of 
Criminal Appeals recently upheld the 
validity of the Texas graduated coin- 
machine tax, has been filed with the 
court at Austin. Meantime the injunc- 
tion granted in the suit of Drollinger 
et al. vs. the State of Texas et al. is 
still in effect, and the attornev-general 
has not filed motion to dissolve it. Un- 
der the injunction efforts to collect the 
tax are blocked. 


Max R. Rosenfield, Dallas attorney for 
the Electro Ball Corporation, associated 
in the tax litigation, said the motion 
for rehearing and the injunction will 
both be pushed by the coin-machine 
men. Meantime some of the operators 
have paid the tax under protest. 


“Our hope in the motion for rehear- 
ing.” Mr. Rosenfield said, “lies in the 
belief that the Court of Criminal Ap- 
peals altogether missed the point we 
were trying to make in attacking the 
validity of the act. 

“The court in its opinion held that 
handkerchief vending machines and pay 
toilets were not in the same class with 
amusement machines and were there- 
fore entitled to exemption from the tax. 
Our contention was not that, but rather 
that there is no difference between a 
coin music machine and a coin marble 
machine. Therefore a tax of $5 on a 
music machine and of $10 on a marble 
machine is unjust and inequal., That 
was the basis of our attack. We still 
hope that the court will rule the tax 
law invalid on that ground.” 


Distrib Preparing for 
Rush on Rock-Ola Game 


CHICAGO, Oct. 29.—Nat Cohn, of the 
Modern Vending Company, New York 
distributing firm, was due to arrive by 
plane today for a conference with David 
C. Rockola, of the Rock-Ola Manufac- 
turing Company. Cohn was here about 
two weeks ago with Irving Sommer, also 
of the Modern firm, and spent some 
time in visiting the Rock-Ola plant. It 
was announced then that arrangements 
had been made for the Modern Vending 
Company to handle the distribution of 
Rock-Ola’s new game in the metropoli- 
tan territory. Completion of arrange- 

ments for getting games to the Eastern 
metropolis is given as the reason for 
Cohn’s present visit to Chicago. 


While announcement has been made by 
the Rock-Ola firm that a new table game 
is ready, no details have been made pub- 
lic about it. Cohn, whose firm made 
such a record in distributing previous 
games made by the Rock-Ola firm, insists 
that Modern will make a greater record 
than ever on this game. “As a result of 
the announcement of the new game in 
the October 27 issue of The Billboard, we 
have already been swamped with reserva- 
tions and orders for the game, altho no 
one has seen it yet outside the factory,” 
Cohn stated.

Coin Shortage 
Due to Games 


EAST ST. LOUIS, Ill., Oct. 27.—Popu- 
larity of coin-operated devices is run- 
ning up the shortage of small coins in 
East St. Louis, according to a reporter’s 
story in a local newspaper. It has been 
generally known that the mints were 
working overtime in turning out small 
coins, but this is considered the first 
public avowal or accusation that coin- 
operated amusement devices may be di- 
rectly responsible for the shortage. 

“The balance of trade in East St. Louis 
has never been favorable,” the report 
says. “Coins should travel in a constant 
vicious circle in a city. It should be able 
to maintain its own supply without im- 
porting any unless there are serious cases 
of hoarding. But local banks are calling 
on St. Louis banks every week for a new 
supply of coins. Money is always being 
diverted over there. The call to banks 
for small coins has risen from 200 to 300 
per cent during the latest and greatest 
slot machine era.” 

Then a description is given of some of 
the various types of coin devices that 
may be seen in the stores of the city. 
Pin games are described as “the game in 
which skill does enter, but most proprie- 
tors will pay off to players getting high 
scores.” Furthermore, “The ball machines 
are placed in the city by 8 or 10 agents, 
of whom two live in East St. Louts and 
the others in St. Louis. They are a com- 
paratively recent craze and are manu- 
factured by several large novelty com- 
panies. Their prices range from $29.50 
up, with proprietors again in on a per- 
centage instead of buying the machines. 

“Their popularity skyrockets and then 
dies and they are replaced by a diiferent 
type, usually more difficult. When @ 
large novelty supply company is working 
on a new model details are kept in the 
strictest privacy until it is ‘unveiled.’”

Long Protection Battle

limit set by the Underwriters’ Labora- 
tories than would be expected from so 
small a lock. 

“It is drillproof and _ shearproof 
within the time limit and resists pick- 
ing, due to seven tumblers located in a 
circle around a plug. Tumblers snap 
into place at every eighth turn of the 
lock, requiring four picking operations 
if one-half turn is accomplished. There 
is no center key slot, the hollow shank 
Key fitting into a circular slot.” 


Asks Court To Restrain 


TULSA, Okla., Oct. 27—A hearing on 
temporary injunction proceedings was 
set for October 31 in the District Court 
of Tulsa County recently. Plaintiff in 
the case is William E. Callison, who asks

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Lemke Ccases 
Operating Biz 


DETROIT, Oct. 27.—The new firm of 
Marshall-Lemke, Inc., is withdrawing 
entirely from the retail business. One 
principle of this step will be the strict 
rule that no machines will be sold to 
location owners, as recently advocated 
by The Billboard. Henry C. Lemke states 
that his firm is to sell only on a whole- 
sale basis in its new store on Woodward 
avenue. 


The new place, opened three weeks 
ago, has a series of seven telephones, 
which are almost constantly busy with 
a rush of trade, a recent visit to the 
store showed. : 


Lemke is also withdrawing from the 
operating field. He has an indefinite 
number of routes of all types of ma- 
chines in the Detroit territory and was 
one of the larger individual operators. 
Lemke is selling out all routes to vari- 
ous operators and is disposing of three 
trucks which were devoted solely to serv- 
icing his own machines. 

“We will not compete in any way with 
the operator who buys from us,” Lemke 
said. “We will not offer opposition in 
any form to any possible prospective 
customers.” 

Marshall-Lemke announced a new in- 
stallment policy for machine buyers this 
week. Details have not been completed, 
and the statement to The Billboard is 
the first intimation of this step. Ten 
equal payments will be used. Arrange- 
ment of down payments and finance 
charges have not been worked out. 
Lemke plans to enter the park-operating 
field with arcades in the summer, a 
field he has never before exploited.
